The Duty on Flour—Baum, the Texas

Orrawa, Ont., Feb. 14.—[Special.|—A depu- 
tation representing the Millers’ Association 
arrived in the city this morning to interview 
the Government in regard to the duty on flour. 
A meeting was held at the Russell House this 
forenoon and the question was discussed ia 
the presence of several members of Parla- 


ment. ‘The general opinion was that the Gov- , 


ernment ought to raise the duty on flour 50 
cents a barrel. The duty on imported flour in 
the meantime is 50 cents per barrei and the 
duty on a bushel of wheat is 15 cents, which is 
a discrimination to the extent of nearly 50 
cents in favor of the barrel of flour. This, it 
is contended, has vesulted in closing many of 
the milling industries in the Dominion and 
considerably injuring the business generally.

| Librarian Poole Makes a Report on the 


Extraordinary Thefts of Funk, 
alias Talbut. 


No Possible Plan for Keeping an Aoburate 
Run of Missing Books—A Val- 
uable Present. 


The Public Library Board met yesterday, 
Presidént Rubens in the chair. 

The proposition of the Chicago Public Libra- 
ry Company to deliver books to subscribers at 
five cents per trip or $2 per year wus taken up 
and discussed at some length. The company 
propose to furnish a bond of $5,000, to hold the 
library harmless, and to pay all expenses con- 
nected with the issuing of books to them. 
Subseribers must have regular tickets, as 
heretofore, and may deal with the company as 
they would with delivery-stations. A petition 
signed by the Chicago members of the Legis- 
lature and 300 citizens was presented asking 
that a six-months’ contract be granted 
to the company, and 4,000 subscriptions to 
the company’s scheme were presented to the 
board. The Committee on Delivery Stations, 
to whom the matter had been referred at a 
previous meeting. made a majority report ad- 
verse to giving the company a contract. Mr. 
Moses of the same committee made a minority 
report strongiy recommending the scheme of 
the company and presenting the petition and 
subseription-certificates. On account of the

THE STOLEN BOOKS. 


The Librarian submitted a report upon the 
books stolen by Anton Funk, alias Talbut, as 
follows: 

„Stamps and labels had been removed from 
111 volumes, of which twenty-nine were refer- 
ence books and eighty-two circulating books. 
The whole number of volumes recovered was 
2,118, of which ninety-eight were reference 
books and 2,020 from the circulating depart- 
ment. Of these, sixty-nine reference books 
and 1,968 circulating books are in the same 
condition as when they were taken from the 
library. /Mr. Grinnell, the State-Attorney, in- 
forms me verbally and also by letter that only 
a few of the books with the labels and stamps 
removed will be needed for the trial, and that 
be sees no reason why'the books on which the 
labels and stamps are intact may not be re- 
placed upon the sdelves. 

“Among the books recover are 444 vol- 
umes which were reported as ‘missing at the 
last annual examination. Two of the books 
recovered were missing at the annual exam- 
ination two years ago, when Funk was not an 
employé of the library. 

“Punk began his services as evening and 
Sunday attendant in the reading-room Sept. 4, 
18838. He confessed to me that he began to 
take books as soon as he came into the library's 
service, but some days later he told several 
members of the board who interviewed him 
that he did not to take books till about 
two months later. It is evident, whichever of 
these statements is Gorrect, that be was indus- 
trious in his abstractions durmg the early 
months of his service in getting away with 444 
volumes before our annual stock-taking in 
March and April, 1884. 

THE LIBRARIAN WAS ANXIOUS. 


“It will be remembered that 775 volumes, an 
unusual number, were reported unaccounted 
for at the last examination, and that in my au- 
nun report I called the special attention of 
the board to the subjectand to the need of 
additional safeguards for the protection of the 
library. That seme books should be unac- 
counted for at the annual stock-taking in 80 
large a collection, with so large a circulation, 
bandied by so many attendants, where a mis- 
take in labeling or charging a book would tem- 
porarily prevent its identification, was to be ex- 
press but the non-appearance of so many 

ks was then and has been ever since a 
matter of deep anxiety to me. I was convinced 
that books were being unlawfully taken away 
by or in collusion with some person or persons 
employed iu the library; and hence the char- 
acter and conduct of every attendant in the 
brary who was under my eye have since 
been carefully watched. My suspicions of in- 
dividuais,. which I am now happy to state 
were unfounded, have from time to time been 
awakened, and I have mentioned them con- 
dentially to members of the board. Unfortu- 
nately, the actual thief was on service during 
bours when I and my principal assistants were 
not present; and as his work did not necvssa- 
rily br him in contact with the books he was 
not watc as closely as he would otherwise 
have been. I never saw or beard of any act or 
conduct of his which directed my suspicion as 
to his honesty untal three days before be was 
arrested the books were found in bis pos- 
session. He had been discharged from the 
library three months before for incivyility to 
visitors. The raid of the previous Su on 
the medical books first awakened my suspicion 
of him, on the ground that he was a medical 
student, and the later and tardy report of the 
readmg-room attendant that Funk that Sunday 
was in the room where the medica) books were 
kept and was seen carrying a bundie away 
changed a 6 on to an assurance that be 
was the thief. the directors and officers of 
the library it had been known for months that 
books were being stolen to an alarming extent. 

SOME FIGURES. 


Besides the 24,000 volumes in the reference 
department, there are 86,000 volumes in the 
circulating depart t, of which 20.000 vol- 
umes are constantly out in the bands of bor. 
rowers. The daily circulation for the last 
month has been more than 2,000 volumes. A 
bank can balance its Cash each day; we cannot 
balance our books oftener than once a year 
and do the regular work of the library. 

Our annual stock-taking requires the serv- 
ices of two persons for neariy three months, 
and then the losses for the year appear. Not 
to find a book on the sbelf in its piace between 
the periods of our annual stock-taking is no 
ground for suspicion that it has been 
Stolen, for it is supposed to be in circula- 
tion. The attendants who in delivering books 
are in constant contact With the shelves are 
the humbiest of ewployés. Books are 
called for by shelf-marks and not by titles, and 
hence these attendants, constantly hurried, get 
but very little knowledge of the books them- 
selves. They go to the shelves with a list of 
numbers and if the first is not in they look tor 
the d, intent on serving the applicant as 
cuickly,&@s possible. If a book was stolen from 
the shelves they would not be likely to detect 
it. The officers of the library would not know 
the book was missing unless it was reported to 
them, or their attention was directed to the 
book by a reader or some incident. Many 
books are at the binder’s, many have been 
worn out, and 20,000 are in the hands of vor- 
rowers. With ten or more attendants deliver- 
ing books, no one person can be cognizant of 
the details which will enable him or her to 
judge whether a book not on the shelf is out 
rightfully or wrongfully. No system of keep- 
fag account with the sheives, the book-borrow- 
ers, the bindery, and the worn-out list has yet 
been devised which will show automaticaliy 
and instantaneously when a book bas been 
wrongfully abstracted. The annual stock-tak- 
ing will do it. Character and honesty on the 
part of the employés are the best preventive 
of book-stealing that are now known.

It cost 
70 marks in Germany, but is probably worth 
six or eight times that amount in this country. 


BOXWOOD GETTING SCARCE. 


The Roller-Skating Mania Seriously 
Affecting the Supply in the Market. 
In less than one year the price of boxwocd 

bas trebled.“ said a hardwood dealer in Centre 
street, New York. The roller-skatme mania 
has completely exbausted the market of a cer- 
tain size of boxwood. Less than eighteen 
months ago 1 could sell a ton of three-inoh 
boxwood for $38, and it would be. first-grade 
wood in everx respect, and admirably adaptod 
for turning small work. The demand then was 
steady, and the principal consumers of the 
wood were rule-makers, tool-manufacturers, 
and turners who supplied the market 
with boys’ tops, pool-pina, and toys of 
various kinds. The sudden and re- 
markable growth of the  roller-skating 
pastime has created a constantly-increasing 
demand for a certain size of wood, and now it 
is impossible to purobase a ton of suitable 
wood for skate-wheeis for $120. Rollers are 
made in several sizes, ranging from one and 
five-eighths to two and one-eighth inches in 
diameter, and only the natural growth of box- 
wood approximating these sizes is fit for use. 
Large wood is too costly, and is less firm in ro- 
sisting the tremendous strain of a skater's 
weight upon an axle only 7-32 of an inch in 
diameter. The boxwood grows in Persia aad 
Turkey, and herevofore the crop has always 
been handled in England. It is a wood of very 
slow growth, and in its native country strin- 
gent timber laws restrict the deptetiog of the 
growing trees. At the present rate of con- 
sumption the world will be practically ex- 
hausted of its boxwood in less chan twelve 
months, unless some equaily cheap and dura- 
bie substitute is found to take its place.” 

Has nothmg been tried which gives prom- 
ise of superseding boxwood?”" asked the re- 
porter. 

“ Yes—rubdber, celluloid, rawhide, vulcanized 
fibres, and compressed paper have been tried 
in making rollers, but for one reason or anoth- 
er they have proved unsatisfactory. Some 
have proved too soft, while others, like the 
pure ceiluloid wheels, bave been found too ex- 
pensive for general sale, and the necessary 
metal busbings have proved objectionable, be- 
cause the grit and dust from the floor and the 
shoes of the skaters, wearing between two 
metal surfaces, has rapidly cut away the axles 
of the skates. Rollers with anti-friction busb- 
ings, consisting of a number of small steel 
plugs freely revolving around the axles, have 
been tried with some composition wheeis with 
success, but they are ily very expen- 
sive, and on this account cannot eome into gen- 
eral use.”’ 

„Will no other wood than boxwood answer?“ 

“Only for very cheap skates. Dogwoo., 
apple, pepperidge, laurel, and lignumvite have 
been tri by almost every rolier-maker, aud 
all haye been rejected. The lignumvite alone 
is hard enough, but it will not stand the strain 
of the small axle. Metal wheels with a rubber 
surface are made, but nothing has yet been 
found which in all reapects is as good for the 
purpose as boxwood.”’ 


RECOVERING A FORTUNE. 


The Story of Finding a WilL That Was 
Lost for a Generation—Four Hunga- 
rians Living in Ohio Suddenly Made 
Wealthy. 

CLEVELAND, O., Feb. 10.—By the discovery 
of an old will in Hungary three persons living 
in this city and one in Akron become joint 
heirs to au estate valued at more than 6,000,000 
flotins, or about $2,500,000. The story. which 
is true beyoud question, reads like a pgge from 
a book of fairyland. Early in the present 
century there dwelt in Presburz, Hun- 
gary, an old couple named Weislowitch, very 
wealthy and without ciildrén. To comfort 
their old age they adopted a young girl as their 
Gaughter. Mrs. Weislowitch died when the 
adopted daughter was 17 years of age. Her 
husband, then over 70, soon after married the 
young girl, and two years later died. No wili 
could be found, and so the young widow came 
into possession of the whole estate. She mar- 
ried again, this time a physi¢ian only a few 
years ber senior. At ber death, which occurred 
a few years after her second marriage, ber 
husband, she being childless, inherited the 
property. The relatives of Weislowitech claimed 
that a will had been drawn up by bim, leaving 
the bulk of his wealth to them, and so brought 
suit to recover their share. The case dragged 
on for years, and the litigants became scat- 
tered by removal and death, so that it was 
finally dropped out of the courts. Not long ago 
the physician who married the young widow of 
Weisiowitch was striken down in the streets of 
Pesth by paralysis. Two students in that city, 
sons of one of the living heirs to the Weislo- 
witch estate, reall of the incident in a local 
paper, and noticed that the name was that of 
the man who, as they always claimed, had cheat- 
ed them out of their inheritance. They began 
an investigation and found that it was the same 
person. Pushing their inquiries further they 
ran acrossan old lawyer in Poland who had 
been the legal adviser of their great-gfeat- 
uncle. He remembered that a will, such as the 
heirs alleged, had been drawn up by him, and 
upon further search the long-missing docnu- 
ment was found hidden away among a lot of 
musty and long-forgotten papers. Its contents 
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8. Overlock & Co. was argued before Judge 
Moran yesterday morning. After the court 
had heard the pleadings and affidavits, Edward 
Ruby spoke in support of the motion. The 
cotinty, he said, had a white elephant on its 
hands which was too valuable to give away 
and expensive to keep. The question, bow- 
ever, Was a question of law. It was admitted 
by all parties that records required by law to 
be kept could not be leased out, but the Com- 
missioners believed they had power to lease 
the abstract books, which the law did not re 
quire to be kept. 2 

The Constitution,” he continued. requires 
records to be kept and provides what compen- 
sation the Recorder shall receive. The resolu- 
tions of the County Commissioners looking to 
the purchase of the abstract books from pri- 
vate parties amounted to a decision that the 
county should go into the abstract business 
and that the Recorder should be employed as 
Superintendent of the Abstract Department at 
an additional compensation of $1,000 a year. 
His salary as Recorder—as custodiun of the 
records required by law to be kept—is fixed by 
the Constitution; this additional $1,000 is given 
him in another capacity, and the Appellate 
Court bas held that his services in respect to 
the abstract books are outside of the duties of 
the Recorder. If the Board of County Com- 
missioners should direct the Recorder to re- 
cord the proceedings of the Historical Society, 
that would not make them evidence. They 
would not be, and these abstracts are not, reo- 
ords in a legal seuse.”’ 

At this point Judge Moran, who had sat in 
attentive silence, took the argument ia his own 
hands. 

“Why do not these abstracts fall under the 
chapter relatmg to records? That provides 
that the Recorder, when required by the Coun- 
ty Board, shal] keep an abstract book 80 as to 
show a true claim of title to each tract, and the 
incumbrance thereon, as shown by the records 
of his office. If he puts more in the books than 
he is required to is the book any the less a pub- 
lic record!“ 

Mr. Roby—Certainly such records are not 
records. If he writes a lot of things out of his 
own bead that does not make them records. 

The Court—There is no mystery about this. 
The only question is whether these books are 
records which tha Recorder may keep in pur- 
suance of the directions of the County Board. 


If the board has purobased books from private 
parties it is clear that those are not records: 
but if these a are continued under the 
direction of board the question is a very 
different one. 
Mr. Roby—The abstracts are not open to 
— inspection. If your Honor decides that 
y are records and cannot be leased you will 
decide that the abstracts must be open to public 
inspection. 
The Court—That is the logical conclusion. 


Whether they are or are not public records r | 


have not yet decided. fact that they con- 
tain more than the law requires, bowever, does 
not make them any the less public records. 
Perhaps the Recorder need not have kept 
them: but if he did keep thém in the discre- 
tion allowed him by the resolution of the Coun- 
ty Board they would be records.

which can be used for a merely nominal sum 
in sending the text of messages to be trans- 
mitted over the wires by telegraph. The 
latter makes no delay in sending its mer 
sages. It is constantly at work, and even in 
short distances it is doubtful whether the 
time required for delivery of a message is as 
long as that which is occupied in the vexa 
tious hallooing process, which is not only a 
strain upon the lungs put upon the morals, 
and induces a degree of acerbity, emphasis, 
and sometimes profanity which never char- 
acterizes the quiet work of the telegraph. 
Over long distances the distinction 1s still 
more apparent. The recent experiments 
which have been made in long-distance tele- 
phoning—between Chicago and New York— 
were more curious than useful, for they can 
only be made under certain conditions which 
involve great delays and very tedious walt- 
ing. They must be made at night, when 
everything is quiet, and even then the mes 
sages must be many times repeated before 
they can be understood. More remarkable 
even than these experiments were some that

The public has not yet grasped the fact 
that the Vanderbilt family has abdicated its 
railroad throne. That it has done so there 
can be little doubt, The very interesting let- 
ter on this subject which we published Sat- 
urday from a well-informed New York cor- 
respondent, added to what the public already 
knew, makes this very clear. The career of 
the Vanderbilts in the raltway world has 
been very brilliant, but the signs are that it 
is drawing to an end. The eldest Vanderbilt 
is a sick man—so sick that he can hardly 
„talk horse.” His father found in him a 
man who he felt could be intrusted with 
the succession te the family corporate crown ; 
but as Vanderbilt II. looks about him 
he sees no one that has the ability 
to keep up the dynasty, no fit subject 
for the repetition of the experiment made by 
Vanderbilt I. in primogeniture. The sons 
have degenerated from railroads to railroad 
stocks. Their speculations in Wall street 
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CONSIDERATION of the River and Harbor

selves. Their grandfather speculated in Wall 
street, but he was successful and his specula- 
tions were but an accompaniment to con- 
structive and far-reaching schemes of legiti- 
mate business.

Ward assauited the 
town; the garrison and inhabitants, num)ber- 
ing several thousand, fled, and the Mandarin 
was so tickled that he gave Ward his daughter 
to wed. The Victorious army grew to be the 
ever victorious ; a British officer was put 
incommand by the authorities and gained 
some successes, and then came Gen. Gordon 
and got the glory. and all Eugland and ail the 
world resounded with his praises. The sailor 
Ward disappeared—quietiy made way with, so 
it was hinted—and the grieving Mandarin and 
his desolate daughter erected to the memory of 
the obscure American seaman a superb monu- 
ment—the only one of its kind ever reared on 
Chinese soil to commemorate a foreigner.

The bulls, 
who bave been nearest right recently, believe 
that the decline of yesterday was engineered 
by the bulis in order to get in at low figures, 
and that there will be a sharp advance this 
week. There is good outside buying of the 
Vanderbilts. There was an increase of $44,260 
in the earnings of the Dlinois Central Road the 
rst week of February. The Omaha Road 
gained $800. Arrangements have been made 
by which certain houses on the New York 
Stock Exchange will deal in fractional lots of 
stock at the prices prevailing for 100-share lots. 

The monotony@f a weekly increase in the 
surplus reserve of the New York associated 
banks is reheved by a decrease of $3,374,050 in 
the last week. This is a pretty large failing off, 
and afew weeks of the same sort of thing 
would reduce the surplus to feasonable pro- 
portions. There was a considerable increase 
in the deposits, but that is only natural with a 
growth well toward $5,000,000 in the loans, It 
is probable, however, that a large part of this 
increase in loans is due to the bull speculation 
jn stocks, and we must wait yet a while for evi- 
dences in the statement of any movement ia 
mercantile bustuess.

MARKE TS. 


The leading produce markets were slow and 
weaker Saturday. There was one governing idea 
in all, and little else. That was the fear that the 
lifting of the snow blockade will lift the floodgates 
against which live stock and grain have been 
dammed up and cause a minor deluge, under which 
prices must give way. The same idea seems to 
have obtained on the seaboard with respect to the 
West, and so they put prices down in antici- 
pation of the rush. On this we may re- 
mark that the expectation may prove to 
overghoot the reality. It certainly will as far as 
figures are concerned, as the arrival of lots of stuff 
has been reported in advance of its actual move- 
ment here and at other points, while the delayed 
shipments are far more likely to be spread over 
some weeks than to be concentrated into the first 
two or three days. Indeed, there is reason to think 
that the movement itself will de rather light the 
coming week than otherwise, as the whole of the 
railorads are far from having recoved cheir nor- 
mal condition yet. Some Eastern roads were tak- 
ing freight yesterday. 

Provisions were heavy in tone, without sinking 
much in price. Hogs were quoted lower, and ex- 
pected to decline further the coming week, which 
made some people think pork was going down to 
$13.00 for May. It sold 2c early, at $13.20, and de- 
clined to $13.10, with Jones selling some at the bot- 
tom, but it turned there on the fact of a good many 
buying orders at thal figure, and closed at $13.15 
bid, with February and March at20c discount. 
Lard was very quiet, selling up 2, to $7.20 for 
May, and closing at $7.15 bid, with March at löe dis- 
count and February at 174%@20c discount. Short 
ribs sold Me higher, at 66.72 for May, declined to 
$6.65, and closed at $6.67 * bid, with March at 150 
discount and february at Ile discount. The 
shipping demand showed a little imprevement. 
The packing of this city since Oct. 27 includes about 
2.288.000 hogs, against 1,915,000 to same time last 
winter, and 2,374,000 to do in 1883. 

Flour was dull and unchanged. Holders were 
firm in the face of almost no demand, as stocks are 
small. Exporters seemed to have no orders that 
could be filled at the prices asked. 

Wheat was quiet and easier. It declined Xo, to 
Sasse bid for May, reacted. to Saxe, and closed at 
Saite, with March at 5c discount and February 
at 53{c discount. Fresh receipts of No. 2 spring

THE DRAMA. 


Criticism of Old Comedies. 

It is interestmg to take up the New York 
papers and read the comments of the critics on 
the revival at Daly's of George Farqubar's 
„Tue Recruiting Officer.” Of course the fa- 
vorit members of the company come in for 
praise, but the brilliant author, whose come- 
dies won for him the applause of a bygone 
centtry, is placed in a moral piliory and stoned 
by a generation that understands him not. 

Here is one of the revenges of history, and a 
strange and curious one at that. To those 
baters of Puritans, the comic dramatists of the 
Restoration, the Roundhead was an object of 
riaicule, his religion was cant, and his virtue 
was bypocrisy. Like Sir Toby Belen to Mal- 
volio, they turned to him and cried: Dost 
thoy think, because thou art virtuous, there 
shall be no more cakes and ale? And their 
answer to their own query was that of Olivia's 
clown: Tes, by St. Anne; and ginger shall be 
hot i’ the mouth, too.“ The ginger was hot in- 
deed, and it was aspicy drink that was brewed 
bya Wycherley, a Congreve, a Farquhar, and a 
Vanbrugh. Comedy after comedy was given 
to the English stage, each one rivaling its 
predecessor in sparkle of wit and polish of art, 
and each directing its shafts of stinging sar- 
casm at those champions of morality, the B.- 
Dle- reading Puritans. The fair ladies and gal- 
lants of London town laughed at the gay 
apotheosis of licentiousness, and no blusù rose 
behind the masks at the playhouse when the 
spectacle was presented of debauchery tri- 
umphing over decency. 

The times have changed since the reign of 
the Second Charies, and the descendants of the 
reviled Puritans of Eugland gather now and 
then in the metropolis of the New World to 
witness a comedy written by one of the Cava- 
lier authors of ancient days. The work whose 
morality not a voice questioned save when 
Jeremy Collier thundered against the abuses of 
the Restoration stage—the work which was in- 
tended to evoke nothing more serious than 
thoughbtiess laughter—is judged, not from an 
estnetic, but from a purely ethical standpoint, 
and after the followmg maoner is bandied by 
these latter-day critics: 

In its original state The Recruiting Officer”’ is 
rank with sensuality. Its scene is the ancient city 
of Shrewsbury in England; its time the period of 
the Restoration ; its story one of amorous and licen- 
tious intrigue; jts persons gentiefolks, military 
men, and peasants. It contains fourteeh charac- 
ters, and a more obnoxious collection of impudent 
and vulgar people .couid scarcely be conceived. 
Its young women are grossly indelicate; its young 
men reek with wantonness and debauchery. 

So writes a New York censor. At last the 
Roundbead is revenged upon the Cavalier, and 
the Puritan is quits with the Royalist. The 
gentiefolks who in days of old were too joy- 
ous to think of human right or human justice, 
and who loved the comedies that reflected their 
own ness, now repose in dusty tombs; 
and descendants of the common classes 
that they scorned reverse the judgment pro- 
nounced two centuries ago, and claim the 
privilege of scorning the system of ethics that 
Was thenin vogue. And now, if the clown 
who feasted and made merry with Sir Toby and 
Sir Andrew should come upon the scene, he 
would shake his bells, laugh at the discomfited 
dramatist inthe stocks, and cry “Thus the 
whirligig of time brings in his revenges. 

What a lesson such an experience as that of 
Farqubar teaches of the emptiness of popu- 

rity and the transitory fashions of literature! 

Oralists bave no sympathy with such a man 

this rollicking Irish Captain who was satur- 
with the epirit of his time, who probabiy 


and delightmg his generation, 
po his careless life, and left this 
legacy to Wilks, the actor:

More gifted than all his fellows, sur- 
passed in polish of style and flash of genius by 
no succeeding atist, and acknowledging 
no peer but Sheridan in the light literature of 
the stage, be lived a supremely selfish life, 
curtiy declining to write another play when he 
found that bis work was to be ashuttiecock for 
capricious pubiic taste.

A Specimen Traveling Company. 

The Monte Cristo” company which was 
seen at the Columbia last week may be taken 
as a fair specimen of the thvatrical organiza- 
tions that travel nowadays from town to town 
and from city to city, doing all that can be done 
to degrade the popular taste that was fostered 
by the stock system. Here, for instance, is 
James O'Neill, a clever and experienced actor, 
surrounded by more or less commonplace 
players, who might be of some use if they were 
under discipline, but who, being allowed to ex- 
ercise their own sweet will, succeed in marring 
every performance. Mr. O'Neill, for instance, 
will enter upon the work of a scene in a mod- 
est and natural manner, when two or three of 
these unbridled ranters who may de 
playing with him will raise their 
voices in, the hope of catching applause, 
with the result that the acting is at once 
pitched in a false key and the tone of the 
whole scene strained and exaggerated. To go 
on fight after night acting with such violent 
and aggressive amateurs as are here described 
is sufficient to vitiate the method of any artist, 
and Mr. O'Neill will not be surprised to be in- 
tormed that not the slightest improvement can 
be discovered in his present work over that of 
past seasons. And, indeed, it is hopeless that 
any advancement can be achieved by one who 
repeats the same part year after year and is 
thus prevented from studying the work of 
contemporary artists; for the lite-breath of 
an artist is the suggestion be finds in com- 
paring his own work with the best efforts of 
others. 

There is something depressing in contem- 
plating the low plane to which the combina- 
tion system bas dragged theatrical perform- 
ances. It is a pity to think that a company 
carrying with it perhaps a few sets of scenery 
can give in Chicago an entertainment no better 
than it gives in some one-night stand 
in Michigan. The traveling company is 
no doubt a  biessing to country towns, 
but with its uneven acting, its neg- 
lect of detail, and its utter absence of ar- 
tistic care in the arrangement of accessories, it 
is simply an infliction from which those Ameri- 
can cities that have become centres of taste 
and wealth ought to be delivered. In the 
fourth act of Monte Cristo, in the gardens 
of a mansion where there is opportunity for 
effective grouping and for the introduction of 
music, the stage is as bare as a barn, and the 
characters all stand in a semi-circle near the 
tootliguts and speak their parts like school- 
boys at an exhibition. 

There is no intention bere to condemn the 
performance of Monte Cristo as stupid and 
uninteresting. The work of the company is 
cited merely as characteristic of the combina- 
tion system, for the organization is not more 
unsatisfactory than dozens of the same class, 
while the play is of exceptionable merit 
among melodramas. But it seems rather hard 
to those who sigh for the stock system that 
such an entertsinment as the one described 
should have been tae chief dramatic attraction 
of the week in a city lice Chicago. 


A Chat with Bella. 

To an interviewer, Antoinetta Beila, the first 
dancer of the Zanita”’ troupe, denied the re- 
port that she was going with the Kiraltys next 
season. When her present contract expires 
she will return to Italy, andin the meantime 
will make no engagements. 

This fascinating Queen of the Ballet, who 
has become such a favorit in Boston and Chi- 
cago, has been only three years on the stage, 
and, except in the places mentioned, her 
dancing has been confined to two or three 
Italian cities. As she is but 22 years old, she 
is really at the beginning of a career which 
seems destined to be brilliant. A more grace- 
ful, soulful, and joyous dancer has seldom be- 
fore visited this country; and none has been 
received with more unanimous praise. it is 
not that sbe accomplishes particularly 
dificult or startling feats, but it is 
ber natural perfection of motion that 
in the delight of its abandon captivates atten- 
tion and makes what is extremely artificial ap- 
pear to be the embodiment of ease. With such 
gifts as hers united to will-power and intelli- 
gence there is no reason why she should not 
become another Taglioni or Elssler. 

In the course of a conversation with her—a 
conversation, by the way, which was heroic 
ally carried on under difficulties, for she speaks 
no Engtish—an amusing revelation was made. 
A Philadeipbia paper had published a column 
about her life, relating how she had been found 
floating on a spar in the ‘Bay of Naples, and 
had been picked up by four fishermen. Each 
of these had adopted her in turn; and from the 
circumstantial account it appeared that she 
bad passed through many of the most romantic 
experiences. When her attention was drawn 
to this story yesterday Bella vehemently de- 
nied that there was a word of truth in it, and 
insisted that she had been brought up like any 
other Italian girl, and that her worthy parents 
were still living in a village near Turin. In 
fact she waz quite indignant to hear that her 
early life had been represented as anything but 
commonplace. She was so unsophisticated 
that, if the interviewer had asked her whether 
it was true that she had lost $100,000 worth of 
diamonds, she would have promptly said no, 
and told the truth. She will get over that when 
she grows older, and learns how the favorits of 
the footiights succeed in getting themselves 
talked about by their dear public.

The Coming Seasons of Grand Opera. 

The German and Italian companies are mak- 
ing active preparations for their seasons of 
grand opera in thiscity. The first to take place 
will be that of Dr. Damrosch's German troupe, 
which will appear Wat the Columbia Theatre 
Monday evening, the 23d inst. At no time in 
Lug musical history of Chicago have there been 
greater expectation and enthusiasm on the 
part of opera-lovers than the apnnounce- 
ment of this engagement has excited. 
People have been willing to subscribe 
for season tickets long before any 
extended announcements had been made, re- 
lying upon the reputation of Dr. Damrosch 
that the performances would be equal to those 
with which be bas delichted his New York 
audiences during the winter. The present in- 
dications are that every seat will be taken for 
the entire season before the company arrives 
in Chicago. The advance sale is the largest 
ever known in the experience of operatic man- 
agers in this city. The répertoire ‘s a splendid 
one, consisting entirely of grand operas— 
works of such magnitude that they have been 
heard but seldom in America—while the Wag- 
nerian representations are to be given with 
completeness for the first time in tne West. 
Some years ago the Adam-Pappenheim 
troupe attempted to produce a number of 
Wagner's great works, but the company was 
hardly strong enough todo so with credit to 
its members or with justiceto the composer of 
the operas. With the present company the 
case is different. Mme. Materna, who will make 
her first appearance in Tannhäuser,“ is a 
strong and earnest admirer of Wagner; and 
her studies of the great operas were all made 
under the master’s own personal direction. 
Her heart is in her work, tor the remembrance 
of the dead composer lingers in ber memory, 
and it will be her earnest eudeavor to popular- 
ize as much as possivie his operas in America. 
Her creation of the dramatic rile of Brunn- 
hilde was regarded in Germany as one of the 
greatest efforts ever made by an opera singer 
on the German stage. The pronounced feat- 
ure of the part is an intense musical declama- 
tion, which is intended to embrace the whole 
emotional side of passion. Inthe weird com- 
bihation of the natural and supernatural there 
is every liberty for passionate utterance; and. 
while it may fall upon some American ears 
with a bewildering sound, to those who under- 
stand the mystical meaning that Wagner in- 
tended to convey it is said to be very wonder- 
ful and enjoyable. Besides Mme. Materna 
there is Fräulein Brandt, who stands at 
the head of the German school of 
lyrical singers. She has the reputa- 
tion of being one of the grvatest 
contraltos on the stage. Her Lenore in 
Fidelio,“ is regarded as being one of the 
most finished impersonations ever given of 
that great role. It will be sung during the first 
week of the engagement. With Friuleins 
Slack and Bely, Frau Robinspn, Miss Martinez, 
Herren Schott, Udvardy, Standigi, Robinson, 
Kögel, and Blum, the company presents a 
strong array of singers. Mme. Schréder-Hanf- 
stiingl, and Mme. Kraus cannot be heard this 
season, as they bave been called back to Ger- 
many by their engagements there; but it is 
stated by the managemeut that their roles are 
in able bands, and that the representations 
shail not suffer by their absence. 

Following the German opera will come the 
Chicago Operatic Festival, when Col. Maple- 
son's company will join torres with a home 
chorus, and present fou performances of 
Italian opera. Our Exposi Building is be- 
ing altered into a vast opera-house to accom- 
modate some 6,000 persons, and tho Festival 
Association promises splendid performances 
at popular prices. This company has the ad- 
vantage of having among its solo singers the 
greatest prima-donna of her time, Mme. Ade- 
lina Patti. It is announced that she will sing 
four times—most likely in “ Semiramide,” 
Traviata,” Martha,“ and Lohengrin.“ 
Mme. Patti promised Wagner that she would 
appear in some of bis operas before tne close 
of her career as a public singer; and it is un- 
derstood that she makes her first appearance 
in “Lobenurin™. at this festival. Miss 
Nevada will make ber début in opera 
in Chicago during these performances. 
The criticisms that have been made upon this 
singer’s efforts in other cities all dgree in stat- 
ing that she possesses a pure and beautiful so- 
prano voice, which bas been cultivated to a 
great degree. It is not a large voice, but of 80 
sweet a quality that’ its beauty is felt and ac- 
knowledged.. Mme. Fursch-Madi, the dramatic 
prima donna, is one of the most reliable@artists 
of the company, and much may be expected 
from her during the festival. Mme. Scaichi 
is so great a favorit in the city fhat ber appear- 
ance will be an occasion of pleasure to ali lov- 
ers of the Italian school of singing. Signori 
Gianninni and De Angi, the new tenor and bari- 
tone, have been uniVers«liy commended for 
their splendid singing wherever they have 
sung during the season: their 
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chorus a few even ince the ensemble num- 
ber from the second act of “ Aida” was sung 
with good effect, and the effort indicated that 
the home singers will be ot great aid in the va- 
rious representations during the festival. 


The Chicago Choral Society. 

The Chicago Choral Society, whder the direc- 
tion of Mr. H. G. Bird, gave its first concert in 
Plymouth Church Thursday evening before a 
large audience. The club consists of about 
sixty voices, the larger percentage of the num- 
ber being divided among the sopranos and 
altos. A prograi of solo and corcerted num- 
bers was given, followed by a performance of 
Barnby’s cantata, ** Rebekah,” with Miss Ros 


enberg and Mr. Rocha as soloists. Mr. Knorr 
was to have sung the part of Isaac, but was 
snowbound in the West and was unable to 
reach the city in time to fulfill his engagement 
at this concert. The. club contains a goodly 
number of tresh voices, which have not yet beeu 
developed enough to produce a round, flowing 
tone, but sing after the style of amateurs, in a 
rather cramped und thin quality ot voice. When 
the bass and tenor parts bave been strength- 
ened to make a better balance the club will be 
organized so as to do some effective singing; 
and, with proper study and plenty of rehears- 
ing, ought to accomplish it. The audience were 
disposed to extend hearty encouragement and 
eacored several of the chorus numbers to in- 
dicate a warm appreciation of the work. Barn- 
by’s “Rebexah is a melodious cantata of no 
very great pretensions, although some of its 
numbers are well written and enjoyable. The 
most attractive air, “Soft Southern Breeze," 
which has been a concert solo for tenor singers 
for many years, had to be omitted on account 
of the absence of Mr. Knorr. Miss Rosenberg, 
who took the part of Rebekah, has naturally a 
fine voice. At present she does not use it to 
good advantage. She forces the high 
notes in singing a loud passage, 
and imparts 1 scream-like 
to the toue which is unmusical, She possesses 
considerable dramatic power; and, if her voice 
is evenly developed, and made of a round, full, 
and melodious quality throughout its entire 
range, she will become a most effective singer. 
Her vocal talent is worthy of an extended cul- 
tivation. One of the most enjoyable features 
of the concert was the singing of Mr. Jules 
Lumbard. He sings without any sign of effort, 
and in a round and rich tone of voice that is 
very enjoyable to listen to. Mr. Roohs, al 
though baving only a small voice, sms his 
lines with a noticeable distinctness, indicating 
that his studies in music are in the right direc- 
tion. Miss Evans and Miss Owen, members of 
the church choir, also received the expressive 
appreciation of the audience. When Mr. Bird 
has had a longer time to drill his forces they 
will doubtless do him more honor. Mr. F. T. 
Baird assisted with the accompaniments.

Serious International Complications 
Likely to Grow Out of the 
Soudan War.

England Unprepared for the Struggle 
A Dissolution of the Cabinet 
Probable. 


An Improbable Story that Khartoum Has 
Not Tallen— News from the Seat 
of War. 


COMPLICATIONS. 
FRENCH JOY GIVING PLACE TO ALARM. 

Paris, Feb. 14.—| Via Bennett-Mackay Cable 
to The Tribune.}—Ei Mahdi is the hero of the 
day on the boulevards as well as on the Nile. 
His portrait ornaments the newspaper stands, 
and a sensational melodrama bearing his name 
is soon to bꝭ produced in one of the Parie 
theatres. His victories at first were hailed 
with delight as so many additional pails in 
John Bull's coffin, but exultation is now giving 
way to gloom about the consequences that 
may ensue in Tunis and Aigiers. Parisians 
say it is all very well for John Bull to have his 
petit Tonquin” in the Soudan, but, carried 
too far, the consequences may make it neces- 
Sary for France to renew the struggle which 
cost her so dear in the days of Abd-el-Kader. 
The opposition papers now ask whether M. 
Ferry did not make a mistake when be went 
band in glove with Prince Bismarck, whose in- 
terest is to let France wear berself out in 
China, while Russia spends her strength in 
Asia and England in Egypt. “The key of 
Prince Bismarck's policy,”’ said a French ex- 
Minister of Foreign Affairs to a TRIBUNE cor- 


respondent some months ago, “is Constanti- 
nople’’—a remark worth remembering, and 
which explains much that is obscure in the ac- 
tion of Germany. 


THE ENGLISH ARMY. 
THE VOICE OF THE RURAL PRESS. 

Loxpox, Feb. 14.—[Speciai..j—After the fev- 
erish fire thataprevalled during the early part 
of this week has come the cold fit, and already 
people begin to cavil at the program of slaugh- 
ter for the sake of vengeance which at first 
was demanded. For the last day or two the 
voices most distinctly heard above the prevail- 
ing bum of dismayed discussion have been 
those of Mr. John Morley and Mr. Leonard H. 
Courtney, proclaiming, like Jeremiah, against 
the perversity of the people, and denouncing 
a war of races with one’s eyes shut. To 
their aid has finally come a host 
of provinviel Radical papers which have been 
following the Ministry’s avowed policy of seek- 
ing to rescue Gen. Gordon and then to retire 
from the country in good faith. Now, how- 
ever, they find themséives unable to turn the 
Cabinet's sharp corner toward massacre and 
retreat. In fact, the rural press sets its face 
strongly against the policy which leads to aim- 
less bloodshed in the Soudan, and it is already 
evident that the talk of this character is hav- 
ing its effect on the Radical members. 

TAKEN BY SURPRISE. 

Another cause—though perhaps a less cred- 
itable one—is at work capping the fine heroes 
ofaweek ago, for the real meaning of the 
strange methods employed in selecting the 
troops for the expedition to Suakin has 
had time to filter into the public mind, and 
every body now knows that the battalions have 
been picked here and there from scores of 
different commands simply because the 
bulk of the troops were utterly unfit to 
undertake real service lu a campaign like 
this. Evenfor such a small draft as 10,000 
men it has actually been necessary to take 
the pet garrisons from Windsor Castle and the 
Tower of London in order to avoid sending 
boys or raw yokels into the Egyptian desert. 
Thus the choicest soldiers of the Kingdom, the 
like of whom not even the Indian mutiny was 
sufficient to call away, are forced into the 
breach because no others are fit. They leave 
their flags and medals bebind them for their 
successors and families, in case they should 
never return. * 

REAL CONDITION OF THE ARMY. 

After this second skimming of the army the 
residue has become indeed thin stuff. Grow. 
ing about the condition of the army is an old 
story. itis true. It has been publishe? over 
and over again that the artillery arm is getting 
no recruits, and that the new enlistments in 
even the crack regiments are composed of the 
debilitated scum of London. But grumbling 
has become so much a matter of course that 
such a shock as this was really needed to 
awaken the English to the fact that they are 
far outside the rank of great military powers. 
The sight now of the country denuded of its 
good troops in order to prosecute an intangible 
barbarian war in an almost unknown country. 
where England has absolutely no interest or 
quarrel, while grave European complications 
press her on every side, and while India is di- 
rectly menaced by the vanguard of an army 
which is capable of swelling itself to half a 
million men in a few months, is well calculated 
to sober the mind of even the most vainglori- 
ous patriot. To this growing consciousness of 


England's unreadiness and weakness even 
more than to a just conception of the moral 
side of the question may be ascribed the mur- 
murs of the cui bono which are beginning to 
make themselves heard throughout Eugland. 
SUSPENSE OF THE PUBLIC. 

The country is in a state of painful suspense 
over both the right and left of the advance force 
of Gen. Brackenbury's little command. He is 
likely to have more than one fight before he 
reaches Berber against a much greater force 
than hisown. The published statement is that 
Col. Sir Redvers Bulier, who ought to have 
arrived at Gubat Thursday, will assail Metem- 
neh tomorrow, but this is only a speculation of 
Lord Wolseley. Everything there depends, of 
course, on whether the Mahdi’s Khartoum 
forces wave yet come down the river to the aid 
of Mevemneh. Evenif they have not com 
down the assault is bound to be a bloody affair, 
fur the rebeis are well fortified and supplied 
with rifies and cannon, and, moreover, they 
have at least one French officer. 

THE PET GUARDS. 

The Queen is said to have made a scene when 
she was asked to consent to send the guards 
out. She held out twenty-six hours, the story 
goes, before she yielded to assurances of the 
ubsolute necessity for sending them. It is 
thought that the Australian offer of aid at 
Suakin will be accepted, but that the Cana- 
dian will be declined, because the Canadians 
wanted to go to Egypt instead of doing garri- 
son duty in England. * 


THE POLITICAL ASPECT. 
A BAD OUTLOOK FOR THE MINISTRY. 

Lonpon, Feb. 14.—{Special.]—Tfiings look 
worse and worse for the Ministry in this 
Egyptian trouble. The heavy losses in all the 
fights are reducing the small forces of Wolseley 
to such infinitesimal proportions that every- 
body now thinks all the regiments in the coun- 
try will be cut down one by one, and, even if 
final victory should come to the British arms, 
that these precious pioneers will be a 
preliminary holocaust. A stil more serious 
matter for alarm is that the unanimity 
with which the energetic measures 
of the Government for pushing 
on the campaign were hailed in 
the first outburst of shame and grief at the 
death of Gordon js already giving signs of dis- 
solution. The Radicais, who have been always 
restive under this whole Egyptian business, 
are alarmed at the terribie vista of boundiess 
expense and great bloodshed in an enterprise 
against the Mahdi. If Gladstone, too, should 
adhere as obstinately as ever to the policy of 
abandoning the Soudan as soon as conquered, 
sensible men of all parties will revolt against a 
policy of combined butchery at first and run- 
ning away afterward. 

A BREAK IN THE LIBERAL PARTY. 

The first sign of the break in the Liberal 
party is in the speeches of John Morley and 
Leonard Courtney. The first is the ablest Rad- 
ical journalist in England, and. although he is 
not yet a good parliamentary orator, he repre- 
sents a very strong following in the country. 
Courtney has rather de red himself by tak- 
ing up the ecademice of proportion ~ 
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resentation; but he bas the prestige of having 
been proved right by time in protesting obsti- 
nately against the annexation of the Transvaal; 
and the two men together will undoubtedly 
form a strong team. Another sign of the times 
is that the provincial Radical journals, which 
lean as inevitably toward peace at any price as 
the London journals do toward Jingoism, have 
begun to discover that the demand for an ex 
pedition to smash the Mahdi is tounded on the 
unchristian principle of revenge; and, finally, 
the work ot disorganization has advanced with 
such rapidity in the last couple of days that 
there are already reports and denials as to sev- 
eral Ministérial resignations. 

THE JINGO LEADER OF THE LIBERAL PRESS. 

The Pall Mall Gazette is, as usual, the leader 
of the Jingo section of the Liberal press, and 
its columns afford the most picturesque and 
most trustworthy evidence as to how the cat 
jumps. The hot fit,” it writes, has already 
passed, and the cold fit is upon us with a 
vengeance. The policy of Funk, disguised by 
the beroics of high principle, is now having its 
innings. Then the article sharply attacks 
Chamberlain, who bas unaccountably become 
its pet aversion; insinuates that the comments 
of the provincial press are already suggest ing 
to him a stragetic movement to the rear; 
prophesies that two other Ministers may fol- 
low him into retirement, and this process it 
describes in this scathing sentence: The 
Ministry may notimprobably pee!) off its pol- 
troons. 

WILL GLADSTONE APPEAL TO THE COUNTRY? 

Thus the Ministers are menaced by the most 
perilous break yet in their owa ranks, but 
whether the Government will go out or not is 
held to mainly depend on the action of the Con- 
servatives, There are many signs that they 
will once more rehabilitate Gh, dstone by their 
inaptitude and vaciliation. That poor old 
woman, Sir Stafford Northcote, is reported to 
be afraid to jump into a breach so terribie as 
that the blunders of the Government have 
made in Egypt, and to be in favor of a shilly- 
shally strategy which will once more consoli- 
date the ministerialists. To sum up the whole 
case, Northcote’s folly and weakness are now 
Gladstone's last trump card. 

DOOMED POLITICIANS. 

Amid such universal excitement there are 
floating through society the usual number of 
alarming personal rumors that bover around 
the heads of doomed politicians. It is said, for 
instance, that Chamberlain is in a dreadful 
state, personal as well as political, through the 
breaking of a strong personal combination 
which bas been one of the secrets and bu!warks 
of Lis position. Diike and he have been united 
fer years in an ailiance, defensive and offen- 
sive, and they are supposed to be bound bya 
mutual agreement that whenever the one re- 
signed the other would follow. When the 
question of irish eoercion was first 
being fought out in tho Cabinet 
this alliance menaced for twenty-four hours 
the existence of the Government; and Glad- 
stone only escaped by Chamberlain's calcula- 
tion that it was better for his future to remain 
a Cabinet Minister a little longer. Of late 
Chamberlain has got so visibly abead of 
Dilke as a leader of the radical 
everybody has been expecting a dissolution of 
the partnership. 


DEVELOPMENTS. 

THE STORY OF THE MESSENGERS FROM KHAR- 
TOUM NOT BELIEVED. 

Loxpox. Feb. 14.—[8pecial.|—The story of 


the messengers from Khartoum who arrived 


at Korti today, to the effect that Gen. Gordon 
heid Khastoum Feb. 3, the day they left that 
city, has caused a sensation throughout Eu- 
gland, chiefiy because it accords with the per- 
sistent belief of the Mudir of Dongola that the 
Mahdi bad not yet captured Kbartoum. But, 
notwithstanding the fact that several messen- 
gers brought the same news of Gordon, the 
story is generally Aistrusted both by Govern- 
ment officials and the public at large, chiefly 
on the ground taken by Sir Charies Wilson, 
that the Arabs were likely to tell the story best 
pleasing to Gen. Lord Wolseley, in order to be 
more favorably received into the British camp. 
OSMAN DIGNA’'S AGGRESSIVENESS. 

Osman Digna’s boldness increases daily, as 
does also the strength of his army, and it is be- 
lieved that he intends making a supreme effort 
to capture Suakin before the arrival of rein- 
forecements for the British garrison at that 
point. In any event he bas 10,000 warriors 
tar better equipped than when he was routea 
by Gen. Graham at Tamanieb, and it is ex- 
pected that he will vigorously oppose the 
British expedition now being fitted out to open 
the route between Suakin and Berber. 

THE BRAVE GARRISON AT KASSALA. 

The news that El Mahdi has sent reinforce- 
ments to the Arab force beseiging Kassala has 
raised a popular cry that a British force be sent 
at once to relieve Kassa. In support ot this 
demand made upon the Government the brav- 
ery of the garrison at Kassala in gallantly de- 
fending the place for nearly a year against 
large odds is pointed out as a sufficient reason 
alone for the sending of a British expedition to 
rescue them before they meet the same fate 
that befell other garrisons who remained loyal 
to England and were compelled by starvation 
to surrender to the Mahdi. It is suggested in 
some quarters that the Italian troops at Mas- 
sowah be requested to relieve the garrison at 
Kassala, as they would meet with but little dif- 
ficuity in advancing on Kassala from Mas- 
sowah. 

HOW THE LIBERALS WOULD SETTLE THE SOU- 
DAN QUESTION. 

Many members of the Liberal party are 
openly expressing ths belief that the best so- 
lusion of the Egyptian difficulty is to hand 
over to Sultan Abdul Hamid the control of 
the Soudan.’ Gen. Gordon said last August in 
an Official communication to the British Gov- 
ernwent: “If you do not make a convention 
with the Sultan you will never get me out of the 
Soudan alive.“ This unintentional prophecy 
has been terribly fulfilled. Gordon is dead, 
the Arabs are inflamed’ and intoxicated with 
success, and no weapons but their own can 
be used against them. An alliance between 
Turkey and England would be; humiliating to

THE BERLIN TREATY. 

It is also believed that England should per- 
torm her share of the obligations entered into 
at the signing of the Berlin treaty. This agree- 
ment rehabilitated Turkey on the condition 
that she should behave herself. Turkey has 
since remained very quiet, and the Continental 
Powers argue that she should be left 
alone to work out her own salvation. 
She has formally remonstrated, through Fehmi 
Pasha, against England’s occupation of terri- 
tory which is her vassalage, and the result was 
that the Turkish envoy was categorically told 
by Lord Granville, the Eaglish Secretary for 
Foreign Affairs, that England proposed to run 
this matter for the present according to her 
own ideas. Complications with some of the 
Continental Powers are almost certain. There 
is no doubt that statesmen of the Berlin school 
are doing their best to embroil Italy and Tur- 
key in revenge for the former's aid to Eu- 
giand. Turkey is just now averse to war, but 
is vehemently protesting against continued oc- 
cupation of Exypt by England. Among the 
many rumors afloat there is none more certain 
than the statement that Turkey has promised 
to garrison the Soudan as soon as the British 
troops retire. 

ENTHUSIASTIC VOLUNTEERS. 

Five thousand men from the volunteer force 
in England have already offered their services 
to do garrison duty or for active service in the 
Soudan, and 100,000 more would be forthcom- 
ing if the Government would accept their 
services. At Durbam today during a parade 
of 500 men of the Durham Volunteer Artillery 
Regiment the Colonel invited the men to enter 
the army for active duty in Egypt, and they all 
yelled their assent. The Colonel immediately 
telegraphed the War Office offering their 
services to the Government for duty either at 
home or abroad. ‘ 

A BALLOON SERVICE. 

The War Office has organized a force of bal- 
loonists from the engineer corps of the army 
for experimental service in the Soudan. The 
balloonists will start next Monday for Alex- 
andria. They will be provided with three large 
balloons capable of carrying a number of men 
twenty-four hours ata time, and many small 
balloons for signaling pyrposes. 


AT THE FRONT. 
ROUBTFUL STORIES TOLD BY MESSENGERS FROM 
KHARTOUM. 

Lonpon, Feb. 14.—The Standard this after- 
noon publishes a dispatch from a correspond- 
ent at Korti stating that a messenger has just 
arrived at Korti who declares that Khartoum 
has not been captured by the Mahdi. The mes- 
senger asserts that he left Khartoum six days 
after Col. Wilson appeared. betore the city in 
boats sent from Gubat, and when he (the mes- 
senger) left Gen. Gordon still heid the city. 
The Government officials do not believe the 
messenger's story, and state that no official in- 
formation confirmatory of it has been received. 

Another dispatch from Korti states that the 
messengers who arrived there from Khartoum 
profess ignorance regarding the fall of Khar- 
toum orof the death of Gen. Gordon. The au- 
thorities bere announce this afternoon that 
they do not believe the messengers’ statement 
rests on a satisfactory basis. 

The Mudir of Dengola refusesto credit the 
reports concerning the capture of Khartoum 
by the Mahdi and the massacre of Gen. Gordon 
and the garrison. 

THE EXPECTED ATTACK ON METEMNER. 

It is now rewarded as certain that an attack 
on Metemneh by the British will be madé to- 
morrow. News of the resultof the attack i3 
expected at Korti Tuesday. Lord Wolseley’s 
disposal of forces at Gubat, under command of 
Col. Buller, depends upon the resuit of tomor- 
row's assault. 

THE BERBER EXPEDITION. 

Gen. Graham departs from Suakin the 18th. 
He will be left the fullest option as to the time 
to be occupied by the expedition in reaching 
Berber. It is stated, however, that Gen. Gra- 
bam intends to make foreed marches all the 
way to Berber from Suakin. If he encounters 
Osman Digma and defeats him, Gen. Graham 
believes be can reach Berber within twenty 
days. It would require thirty days to com- 
plete the journey with an army making ord- 
vary time. 


AN APPEAL TO ITALY. 

The report that EI Mahdi's troops are march- 
ing to attack Kassala has led to a renewal of 
negotiations with Italy for the dispatch of the 
Italian expedition from Massowah for the re- 
lief of the garrison. 

HOSTILE TRIBES AT TAMAIL. 

SvaktN, Feb. 14.—Spies report a large as- 
sembly ef hostile tribes from the south as gath- 
ered at Tamai. The Mahdi's men, the spies 
gay, are perfectly acquaiuted with the details 
of the British victories at Abu-Klea and Gubuat, 
but they consider them unimportant as com- 
pared with the Prophet's success in capturing 
Khartoum. The story of this success has been 
spread aud magnified everywhere among the 
Arabs sympathizing with El Mahdi, and all are 
apparently greatly elated. .

GEN. STEWART. 

THE HERO OF ABU-KLEA AND STEBACAS. 

London Life: Sir Herbert Stewart has been 
spoken of sometimes as one of the “ luckiest’ 
of soldiers. He has been fortunate, but he has 
deserved bis good luck. He entered the service 
in November, 1863, der the old purchase sys- 
tem, and he was a Captain in April, 1868. He 
had, however, to wait over eleven years for his 
Majority. In December, 1878,he passed through 
the Staff College, and the Zulu war of 1879 
gave bim an opportunity of showing the stuff 
that was in him.. As Brigade-Major of cavalry 
he then attracted the favorable notice of 
Brigadier Russell, In the operations against 
Sekukuni, Stewart did admirable service, and 
became Chief of the Staff and Military Secre- 
tary to Wolseley. The close of the war found 
him a Lieutenant-Colonel, after his name bad 
been frequently mentioned in dispatches. He 
was on special duty in South Africa in 1881, 
and in the Boer war he served as Assistant 
Adjutant and Quartermaster-General. In the 
latter capacity he wus present with bis ill- 
fated friend, Colley, at the disastrous 
affair of Majuba Hill. 
that his military career was then 
checked, ana that the road to future 
honors and promotion was blocked; but Wolse- 
ley remained stanch to him through good and 
evil report, and, having so powerful a friend, 
Stewart was not laid upon the shelf.“ In the 
Egyptian campaign of 1882 he did excellent 
service with the cavalry division, and after the 
battles of Kassassin and Tel-el-Kebir, followed 
by the capture of Cairo, he was made aC. B.. 
and A. D. C. to the Queen. But further work 
and honors were in reserve for him. In the 
Soudan last year he commanded the cavalry 
brigade under Gerald Graham, and was pres- 
ent at the actions ot El Teb and Tamai, win- 
ning his spurs as K. C. B. He is only 43 years 
of age. 


WHAT MAY BE. 
A GLOOMY PICTURE OF WHAT MIGHT HAPPEN.

„Has disappeared like Hicks. We shall 
never see bim again.“ 

But surely the garrison at Gubat made 
an effort to save him?“ 

The garrison at Gubat no longer exists. 
It was surrounded and cut to pieces.“ 

„ But Earle and his command?” ' 

„Met the Monassir tribes at Abu-Hamed, 
and were annihilated.”’ 

* And the 3,000 who remained at Rorti?“ 

„Were attacked in the rear, through the 
treachery of the Mudir of Dongola, and shared 
the fate of their comrades.”’ 

“And Wolseley, Stewart, Earle, Wilson?” 

„ Dead, all dead. I escaped in native dress, 
the sole survivor of the expedition.” 

This was what happened to the British in 
1842, when one survivor of their army made 
his way through the Afghan passes to Pesh- 
awur. Who shall say that it may not bappen 
to Lord Wolseley’s expedition in the Soudan? 


IN GENERAL 
A COUNCIL OF WAR. 

Loypow, Feb. 14.—The Earl of Northbrook, 
First Lord of the Admiralty, Childers, Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, and Harcourt, Home 
Secretary, attended the council of war at the 
War Office this afternoon. 

A GIGANTIC TRADING COMPANY. 

A gigantic trading corporation, to be called 
the Royal Soudan Trading Company, 1s being 
formed in London and Alexandria upon the 
same lines as those upon which was conduct- 
ed the East India Company. If the corpora- 
tion succeeds in obtaining the charter it has 
already applied for it will claim as one of its 
privileges the right to build a railway between 
Berber and Suakin. 

A CREDIT FOR THE SUAKIN EXPEDITION. 

At the approaching session of Parliament a 
political conflict against the present Govern- 
ment will open on the presentation of the Gov- 
ernment demand fora vote of credit of £2,500,- 
000 on account of the Suakin expedition. Itis 
understood the Conservatives will support the 
request for the new credit, but will accompany 
the vote with u vote of censure against the 
Government. Early dissolution and an appeal 
to the people ars now expected and discussed. It 
is believed a majority of Liberals, Conserva- 
tives, and Parneilites alike concur in the desire 
for an early dissolution. 

A GLOOMY VIEW. 

The Army and Navy Gazette takes a gloomy 
view of the position at Gubat. According to 
the Gazette, the troops can wueither retreat 
across the desert nor down the Nile. They are 
compelled, from the very necesséties of their 
situation, to intrench themselves where they 
are, and then hoard their ammunition, live on 
camel meat, and remain on the defensive until 
relieved. The Gazette also says masses of hos- 
tile Arabs from Khartoum will soon throw 
themselves in line between Gubat and Gakdul 
Wells and capture the latter piace, and perhaps 
even push northward and attack Korti itself. 

THE SITUATION AT MASSOWAH IMPROVING. 

Rome, Feb. 14.—Dispatches from Massowah 
state that the situation bas improved steadily 
since the Italian occupation. The commander 
of the Suletta has been ordered to disperse the 
bands of marauders sent to the vicinity of 
Massowah by the Mahds. It is reported that 
the Government will send an Italian General 
to Massowab. 

NONE OF FRANCE’S BUSINESS. 

It is denied that the Italian Government has 
sent any explanation to the French authorities 
regarding the Italian expedition to the Red 
Sea. The Liberta, the Rassegna, and the Tribuna 
all speak in a common tone, refusing any right 
on the part of France to interfere with 
Italy's action, directly or indirectly. The 
colonial policy of Italy, they say, has devel- 
oped regions in which France has no claims. 
Forthe Italian Government to give France 
any assurance limiting the action of Italy 
would be to act with feebleness. 

A NEW GOVERNOR-GENERAL. 

Carro, Feb. 14.—It is reported bere that 
Prince Hassan has been appointed Governor-

I took 
a three months’ trip abroad in 1883. I visited 
Ireland, England, and Wales. I landed in 
Queenstown, and from there went to Cork. I 
did not meet any persons I knew at either of 
these places. i never was in the employ of the 
British Government. I never made the ac- 
quaintance of any Government officer while 
abroad. I had a conversation with a British- 
detective, but I did not know be was a British 
detective until after he left my hotel.” 

At this point the counsel for the prosection 
objected to the scope of the cross-examina- 
tion, and suggested that it be confined only to 
the assauit. The court decided that the exam- 
ination must be contined to evidence for the de- 
fense. 

PURPOSE OF THE NEW YORK VISIT. 

Tho witness, on cross-examination, said: “TI 
came to New York last January for two pur- 
poses. One was to visit my sister, Mrs. Levy, 
at Northampton, Mass., and tne other was to 
explain to certain persons the articie in tne 
Kansas City Journal. I bad a talk with Kear- 
ney about the articie and my purpose in com- 
ing bere. He bad told me the boys down at 
the office were angry with me tor talking to re- 
porters in the way the article represented I 
did. He also said something about the article 
in O’Donovan-Kossa’s paper. I told him no 
man could publish a lie without my bringing 
him to accountforit. When I went to Rossa’s 
office I had my little boy’s revoiver with me. 1 
placed it in my overcoat pocket. 1 don't 
know whether it was loaded or not. I have 
been arrested twice in Kansas City, once for 
tearing down, St. Patr ck’s Day, a picture 
ina store representing Irishmen as apes; the 
second time for carrying concealed weapons. 
I was charged once with stabbing a maa named 
Troutnorton. I did not boast about this af- 
fair, or say I would do it again if anybody in- 
sulted me. The article in the Kansas City 
Journal did not cali me an informer; it said I 
gave information that dynamite was concealed 
in the steamship Queen. I did give that in- 
formation, and would do it again under simi- 
lar circumstances. Itis true toa certain ex- 
tent that an Enelish detective got into my con- 
fidence. I told him my name, where | came 
from, und where Il was going. The reason 1 
used Kearney’s name, and told what I had 
said and done, was because he operiy boasted 
of what ne bad done in Engiana.”’ 

The defense then asked an adjournment un- 
til Saturday next, and the request was granted. 
Capt. Phelan afterward denounced the ad- 
journment. He said it cost him a loss of time 
and money. P

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 14.—[Special.}-—-The 
joint convention of the two Houses of the 
General Assembly convened again today at 12 
o'clock, but owing to the absence of a number 
of members on both sides ‘Haines was the ouly 
man who voted. He cast his ballot for Mor- 
rison, and elicited the applause of his sat- 
ellites on the Demoecrrtic side, for they lose no 
opportunity of paying homage to him. The 


applause was given not as a compliment to

SLY HINTS. 

One of them was around today asking what 
Haines’ chances for the Senate were and drop- 
ping compliments on bis shrewdne-s as a poli- 
ticilan.

There was no excuse 
for the absence of any ene except Streeter, 
and no one will know what be can offer in ex- 
planation until be arrives next week.

AWAITING THE MACKIN VERDICT. 
THE DEMOCKATS WILL DO NOTHING IN THE 
CONTESTED-ELEOTION CASES AT PRESENT. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 14.—(Special. |—The 
Democrats were forced to sbow their hands to- 
day in the contested-election cases, and to 
admit that they were awaiting the result of 
Mackin's trial before taking decisive action. 
Yesterday afternoon the Democratic caucus 
sent word to the Republicans to have their sub- 
committee ready for the count of votes in the 
First District, as it would surely begin today 
and continue through Sunday. The Repub- 
licans picked out MacMillan and Goodnow. 
MacMillan went home, but it was arranged 


to have Dr. Hood take his place if 
the count was begun. The Democrats 
sub-committee men were Messrs. Craits 


and Stevens. Bverything was therefore ready 
for the count to begin, and last night the 
Democrats were loud ia proclaiming their in- 
tentions; but this morning Tom Brewer, the 
local Democratic boss of the Mike McDonald 
school, whom Morrison sent up to Chicago, 
came back in company with Mike McDonald. 
Mike had not been in town an hour before the 
Democrats announced a change in their pro- 
gram, and thought it would be bad policy 
to begin counting the votes till next 
week. When the Election Committee met 
this afternoon a bare quorum was pres 
ent. Baker, Morrison's manager, presented the 
resolution for the appointment of the sub- 
committee, the wording etating specifica!ly 
that ite powers would be limited to counting 
the vote in the First District. The resolution 
went through, and then the Democratic ma- 
jority secured an adjournment till Tuesday 
afternoon. 

This, of course, means that no progress at 
all can be made betore Wednesday, as the 
method of counting and other matters bave 
‘yet to be settled. It is calculated bere that by 
that time Mr. Mackin’s trial will be somewhere 
near a conéiusion, but if itis not the Demo- 
cratic majority can follow its tactics of the 
past, and keep on adjourning without giving 
any reasons. 

THE BARGAIN WITH MIKE NM DONALD. 

There is, however, a growing dissatisfaction 
on the part of the Democratic members who 
are ‘not Morrison's benchmen, and this has 
beeu intensified today by the presence of Mike 
McDonald and the open acknowledgement of 
the Cook County gang that the whole contest 
business will be managed with a view to belp- 
ing out Mackin, and that in view of Bittig’s 
past and prospective services to the Democ- 
racy of the Sixth District he shall never be 
touched. One of the Democrats bas 
prepared a resolution that sub-committees 
be appointed to count the vote 
in the Sixth and Thirteenth Districts, as well 
asin the First. Under this arrangement he 
thinks ail the Cook County contests could be 
settled in a week, or at least the vote agcer- 
tained and any lega! questions which arise be 
brought before the full committee. He threat- 
ens to offer the resolution Tuesday. 

It is probable, however, that party pressure 
will cause bim to abandon bis intention, as the 
Election Committee is merely an adjunct of 
Morrison’s Sevatorial candidacy, and since the 
horizonta! candidate’s bargain with Mike Mo- 
Donald nothmg which would hurt the bal- 
lot-box stuffers can be expected. The 
barguin as generally understood is that Morri- 
son will shape the election contests here just 
as the needs of Mackin and his confederates 
dictate. In return Mike is to whip the Cook 
County kiekers into line and see that their 
votes are recorded for Morrison. The Morri- 
son managers and Morrison himself have been 
courting McDonald and Brewer all day. The 
latter have been in Morrison's room several 
times, and this but intensifies the suspicion 
that the deal above indicated nas been made.

AN ALLEGED PLOT 
1 DEFEAT MORRISON. 

There was no little indignation among the 
Morrison members of the Legislature who 
were in the city yesterday over the discovery 
of an alleged plot concocted by some members 
of the Harrisonian phalanx, ably assisted by 
Harrison himself, te defeat Morrison.

Commercial National Bank late this evening 
attached the nut and bolt works of the Arms, 
Bell & Co., to satisfy a claim of $10,000. This 
obligation fell due Jan. 27, but an informal ex- 
tension was granted. A similar suit was en- 
tered by Andrews Bros. & Co. for a $5,000 
claim. A motion was immediateiy filed in 
court to discharge the attachment. A bearing 
will be had next week. An arrangement was 
made with the Commercial Nauonal Bank 
by which the works will continue 
in .operation pending the suit. Feb. 6 
the directors of the Arms, Bell & Co. 
held a meeting at which it was proposed to 
give mortgages on the plant to secure obliga- 
tions amounting to $51,300.- These claims were 
in notes held by several different banks in 
this city, banks in Poland, Hubbard, and War- 
ren, and by, one or two individuals, and these 
notes were indorsed by H. Baidwin as 
President. Tod Ford, a director, and Frank B. 
Williams, general manager of the concern, re- 
fused to sanction the proposition, but it was 
carried nevertheless, and the mortgages were 
given. The Commercial National Hauk and 
Andrews Bros. & Co. were not included in this 
arrangement, and consequently began suit to 
secure themselves. The plaint fin each case 
claims that the mortgages were illegal, for the 
reason that they were given to defraud other 
creditors. :

$30,000 against Levi & Co. in the Ramsay Coun- 
ty District Court, and a few days subsequently 
a Philadelphia house took similar proceedings 
in the Hennepin County Court. No atfach- 
ment bad been made, however. and Weinstein, 
Friedman & Co., heavy creditors of St. Louis, 
took legal steps to recover their claims. The 
affidavit flied places the value of the assigned 
estate at $46,000. This assigned prop- 
erty includes the stock, accounts, notes, a 
piece of real estate in East Minneapolis, ete. 
The outstanding accounts are given at their 
estimated value. D. M. Gilmore, the furniture 
manufacturer, is named as the assignee, with 
bonds placed at 803.000.

[Mr. Hotehkiss was born in Connecticut. e 
was sitogether a self-made man, and in early 5 
he was employed as a machinist in Sharp's rde 
factory. Later he went into the employ of Col. 
Samuel Colt, whom he assisted in perfecting the 
revolving principle in pistols. Twenty-five years 
ago he became a resident of New York, and during 
the draft riots was in charge of the arsenal. While 
there he invented what is known as 
Hotchkiss magazine gun which was some time 
erward adopted by the United States Governmint 
for the troops in the West, and later tor the neal 
service.

that suspicions soon arose that Mr. Gould’s 
brokers were buying in the stock. Tne fact 
that the price did not break under Mr. Con- 
ner’s heavy selling strengthened those sus- 
Picions. When the selling began Western 
Union wis at 58%. The first excitement 


caused Mr. Conner’s perplexing behavior 
depre the stock to 57X, but it afterwards 
bounded up to 59, and finally closed at 58. 
Old operators, as well as the younger ones. 


were completely mystified by the uuusual course 
pursued by Mr. Gould’s chief broker. Every- 
body, as was quite natural. assumed that there 
was u trick somewhere, but they could not see 
where it was. That Mr. Gould had gome ulteri- 
or motive in openly selling Western Union was 
generally believed. He controls the stock and 
it tas ~— him agreat deal of trouble and 
money t sustain it. “The Stock Ex- 
change likes conundrums, and I thought 
I would give them one,“ said 
Mr. Conner with a sly twinkle of 
the eye. Then more seriously he added: “Of 
course, I had a motive in gOing on the floor of 
the exchange today. I am not ready to say 
whatghat motive was. It is two years since I 
last bought or sold a share of stock in the 
rd room, and I do not go into the exchange 
more than ouce in six months on an average. 
Today I sold about 1,500 shares of Western 
Union and 2,000 shares of Union Pacific.” 
The selling of Western Union was the sensa- 
tion of the day, and brokers talked eagerly on 
the subject even after the close of business. 


LANGTRY AND GEBHARD PART. 
AND THE JERSEY LILY REFUSES TO ADOPT 
AMERICA, 

New York, Feb. 14.—(Special. |—Mrs. Lang- 
try appears to be no more certain of her 
movements at the present time than she was 
last year, when she decided first to remain in 
this country, next to goto Engiand, and again 
to stay here, finally concluding that ber second 
determination was dest after all. Several 
months ago she entered into a contract with 
Mr. Abbey under which she was to visit the 
principal cities of America, beginning next 
October, and with this agreement in 
his pocket Mr. Abbey laid out her en- 
tire route for the season. This arrange- 
ment has been definitly knocked in the 
bead. Among the dates arranged by Mr. Ab- 
bey was a six weeks’ season at the Star in this 
city. Thursday Mr. Moss received a telegram 
from the manager named telling him to cancel 
the term set apart for Mrs. Langtry, and also 
advising him that the entire season was off. 
The reasons for this conclusion are not yet 
known in this country, and details by mail are 
being watched for with considerabie interest. 

A QUARREL WITH FREDDY. 

It ig stated that the rea! cause for Mrs. Lang- 
try’s refusai to return to America is that she 
and Mr. Gebhard have decisively and finally 
quarreied, and Mrs. Langtry will 
Mrs. Gebbard, unless these two faithful part- 
ners may aguin conclude to settle their dis- 
putes. It is not likely, however, for the dis- 
pute is a serious one. It seems that it origi- 
nated in a rather peculiar way. At one of the 
receptions of the last winter in New York 


Mrs. Neilson, the sister of Gebhard, 
is said to have made some remarks 
publicly that were derogatory te 


Mrs. Langtry’s character. Some kind friends 
of the Jersey Lily wrote her an account of the 
conversation and ali that had been said. This 
account infuriated Mrs. Langtry, and it is said 
she wrote immediately to Mr. Gebhard, de- 
manding an immediate explanation of the sis- 
ter and an apalogy from ber. Gebhard took 
the matter rather coolly. Whether he asked 
for ag ap»logy trom Mrs. Neilson does not ap- 
pear, but that she never made one is quite cer- 
tain. Mrs. Langtry’s letters multiplied, ana 
each of them grew more decided. Mr. Geb- 
bard remained silent. 
THE LILY INSISTS. 

A few weeks ago, the story goes, Mrs. Lang- 
try wrote a letter, which she said would be the 
final one, demanding once fer all that Mr. Geb- 
hard answer her charges about bis sister and 
send her an apology from that lady. That let- 
ter, it seems, has been left unanswéred by Mr. 
Gebhard. who seems to have not cared one way 
or the other whether Mrs. Langtry liked it or 
not. Nothing more was heard in the matter 
from either party until this telegram came 
from Mr. Abbey. Evidentiy it is a reverber- 
ation of the Neilson- Gebhard affair. 

GEBHARD UNCONCERNED. 

It has been said among ciub-men in New 
York for seme time that Mr. Gebhard was 
beartii¥ glad that Mrs. Langtry had gone to 
England. This opinidn was based on a remark 
of afriend to Mr. Gebhard, to which he an- 
sv¥ered: IAlllau is very nice, but she is a ter- 
rible bore, dear boy; an expression which 
would naturally give ground for the belief that 
Mr. Gebhard is thoroughly tired of this cele- 
brated woman, who has sacrificed so much tor 
him, and that it is a. matter of very small mo- 
ment to him whether she returns to America 


or not. 
THE FICKLE LILY. 


Besides it is rumored that Mrs. Langtry is 
not particularly desirous of returning to Am- 
erica just now fora variety of reasons. One 
is that she has transferred her affections to 
Mr. Charles Cogblan, ber handsome leading 
man in London. Mr. Coghlan will have noth- 
ing to do with America. He made a very bad 
failure the last time he was bere, and bas 
sbakep the dust of America from his feet for- 
ever. Whether Mrs. Langtry ever becomes 
Mrs. Coghlan is a question, but gossip says sue 
will certainly never become Mrs. Gebhard.

New York, Feb. 14. —|Svecial.]— A very 
happy household in this city is that of the 
Helmbolds, in West Thirty-fourth street. The 
famous * Buchu” physician, after an incarcer- 
ation of nearly four years in a mad-house, bas 
been restored to his wife and children. After 
his release from the Norristown asylum last 
Thursday Dr. Helmbold, accompanied by his 
wife and _ eldest eon, came to this 
city. Mrs. Helmbold had leased her handsome 
residence in Fourteenth street, and had se- 
cured apartments further up-town. Today the 
doctor and his wife tookadrivein Central 
Park. On their return they drovedown Broad- 
way, and in the window of his old drug house 
saw che sign To let.” 

Just as I hoped exclaimed Dr. Helmbold. 
„ We'll soon make this place shine as of yore.“ 

As the docter stepped into his carriage 
again several former friends who were passing 
grabbed him by the hand and expressed their 
astonishment at his sudden reappearance in 
New York. The doctor today, referring to bis 


troubles, said: “They say ldrank heayily. 
Well, I did. But drink never made 
me as crazy as was over the 
subject of buchu. I may have acted 


in an eccentric manner at times, but that was 
my nature, and few people understood me. In 
1871, accompanied by my wife and children, I 
sailed for Europe, intending to reside for sev- 
eral years in Saxony. I left my business here 


in charge of Messrs. Larned & Warner. I vest- 
ed Ira D. Warner with che power 
of attorney. Searcely had I become 
settled in Saxony than I learned 
that there was trouble brewing for me. There 
was bad management somewhere, and before 


I was aware of it l was thrown into bankruptcy. 
Tais I believe to have been the result of a con- 
spiracy on the part of envious rivais. Dec. 8. 


1875, 1 returned to this country. The 
next day 1 visited my motber® in 
Philadelphia. While at her house, 
without a word of warning. I was 


seized and thrown into Kirkbride Asylum. I 
was initiated into the mysteries of this institu- 
tien by being knocked down and pommeled by 
a guard. One of my teeth was lost in the 
scrimmage. I suffered turture while in that 
place. While there my brother Altred secured 
possesssion of my large store in the Conti- 
nental Hotel, Philadelphia, and all other 
property.

REVENGEFUL STOCK-BROKERS.

BALTIMORE & OHIO TRYING TO WHEST FROM 

GOULD THE MONOPOLY OF THE UNION ra- 

CIFIC PRIVILEGES. 

New York, Feb. 14.—/[Special. |—Most of the 
Western railroads which have been benefited 
by land-grant subsidies from the Government 
own and operate thoir own telegraph lines. 
There is a clause in each subsidy grant which 
prohibits the railroad company receiving 
such grant from giving to any other 
corporation or telegraph company exclusive 
telegraphic privileges. The Western Union 
Company, however, practically enjoys exciu- 
sive privileges in the use of the telegraphic 
lunes belonging to the Pacific railroads con- 
trolled by Jay Gould.

Princes and noblemen 
were always to be found at his table, and he 
was known through ail Austria. Seon after 
the Hon. Alphonso Taft succeeded Mr. Pheips 
as Américan Minister to Austria Mr. Dela- 
plaine’s mind gave way, and be was induced 
to resign. He was possessed of a very large es- 
tate. 


THE ALTA HORROR. 


Further Particulars. 

Sar Lake City, U. T., Feb. 14.—[Special.]— 
The fortunate fact that many of the houses 
were deserted for the winter prevented greater 
loss of life at Alta. The place is built at the 
foot of converging guiches, and the slides 
have a fair mark. 

Tucker's boarding-house was swept away 
and his hotel crushed. The Vallejo Works, in- 
cludinag buildings and tramways, were crushed. 
Two men at this mine happened to be in the 
drift and escaped injury.

The Detective Force a Failure—The 
Reason Why—Some Choice Crim- 
inal Lore. 

The Life of George Eliot A Word of Warn- 
ing Proposed Manuals for Those In- 
tending Shopkeeping, 
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LONDON, Jan. 31.—ISpeolal Correspondence. } 
~All London is struck as by a shock of horror 
and rage at the recent attempt to blow 
up the House of Parliament and the Tower. 
These are offenses which are leveled not 
against governments so much as against 
decency, civilization, and humanity, and this is 
ofthem. When Rochefort at the end of the 
Commune gave the word “ Faites flamber 
Paris!"—make Paris blazel—it would have 
passed for a desperate measure of war, and 
nothing more, were it not that special and pe- 
culiar pains were taken to destroy the mu- 
seums and libraries. It is not generally known, 
but it is true, that it was only the accidental 
breaking of a wire which preserved the 
great National Library of France—the largest 
in the world—from being burned: This was 
warring against culture and common sense to- 
gether, and it simply put Rochefort and his 
allies into the category of ultra blackguards. 
The late attempt to blow up the Tower, which 
really succeeded in destroying or sadly injur- 
ing à vast amount of curious historical relics, 
which are quite as interesting to every Amer- 
ican as to anybody eise (except a Fenian), was 
in its true inwardness ineffably despicable, and 
indicates the lowest instincts. In revenge, as 
in warfare, noble and generous minds, how- 
ever desperate, avoid meanness, and of all vile 
meanness that which would make war on the 
material for history and culture merely to 
vex an enemy is the vilest. The second and 
worse indication of a low devilish nature is in 
this, that all these attempts are deliberately 
made with the knowledge that women, cbil- 
dren, and strangers who have had nothing to 
do with injuring Ireland are the persons chiefly 
injured by such explosions. 

FIRING LONDON. 

The word has gone forth from New York 
that ere long London is to be set on fire in 
many places at once. God forbid such whole- 
sale deviltry, but it all strikes an impartial 
student of history as strange retribution. The 
better classes of the Euglish— those who 
would suffer most by such a disaster 
were always eympathizers with the South, as 
they are now sympathizers with the Democrats 
the folks who burnt up negro orphan 
asylums with many babes, and did their best to 
make New York blaze, by direct aia and edict of 
the Richmond Cungress. These English sym- 
pathizers thought it was all beautiful so long 
as only Yankees’’ euffered in this way—fully 
nineteen out of twenty of the ‘* respectable” 
people here only shrugged their shoulders and 
pitied the poor Democrats fer being driven to 
use such desperate means of revenge. Now I 
hope and trust that our Government wil! do all 
in its power to bunt down these demons who 
make their miserable politics an excuse for 
money-making and murder combined. 

It is most amusing—there is fun in every- 
thing to a philosopher—to see bow much in- 
genuity the London press is displaying in 
pointing out how the dynamiters may cause 
much more mischief here and there. If they 
were in the Ferian service these editors could 
not work harder to heipit. 1 do not believe 
myself that all the Irish conspirators in Amer! 
ca combined could ever have discovered in 
their lives one-tenth part of the meansof doing 
harm that have been indicated to them by the 
newspapers. Thus the Telegraph in u forty- 
jackass-power leader shows the eXploders that 
they ought in the Parliament House effort to 
have employed gun powder. There can be 
little doubt.“ says this 
ald to the murderers, *‘ that if gunpowder had 
been used by the Fenian agents sent to this 
country the results would have been far more 
terrible and productive of much greater 
alarm.’’ Having achieved this redundant sen- 
tence, the writer proceeds to prove it by re- 
marks which indicate as much technical skill 
as a lack of common sense. Should the explo 
ders in their next effort use gunpowder where 
it could do more damage than dynamite, it will 
be due to the Telegraph. 

THE DETECTIVES A FRAUD. 

The next gregt moral lesson which the blow- 
ing up suggests is the worthlesness of the de- 
tectivo police/in Eugiland. Every journal in 
London has within «the last forty-eight 
hours had something to say as to this. 
“A Fourché is wanted!“ cries the before- 
mentioned Tergraph. But not one of these 
newspaper sharps (if that be * a word included 
in the vocabulary of polite journalism’’) seems 
to have any idea why the detective service is 
so bud at the present day. Unfortunately, the 
game may be said of all Freneh and, I fear, of 
most American cities. And the reason thereof 
is this, and thou. O reader—non ne scordate— 
which means, Don't you forget It. Dering the 
last twenty yeurs money has increased, and the 
entire world bas given itself up to acquiring it 
with a zeal and entireness never before known 
in any state ot society save the Yankee, Greek, 
or Jewish. The esprit du cur which of old 
made men take pride in professions, in 
skill, in many things more than money is van- 
ishing rapidly. and the detective has fallen into 
what the French call the movement.“ It 
pays far better to sneak about, following gay 
married ladies or their lords tor divorce testi- 
mony, ur finding bow a clerk contrives to spead 
a thousand out of every hundred of his Salary. 
There is abundance of all this work; it pays 
well, sometimes wonderfully weil, and, above 
all, there is no danger init. Hunting Fenians 
does not pay better, and it is a great deal more 
dangerous and uncomfortable. There may be 
bere and there a rare exception, but 1 wiil 
leave it to the conscience of any honest detect- 
ive who may read these lines if what I say 
does not pretty fairly describe the detective 
service of the present day. The clever- 
ness, the methods, the courage, and 
the, craft of the deteetive are all de- 
teriorated. I am not a mere ludator 
temporis acti—a praiser of the past. When 1 
was a mere boy of 21, fresh from college, I 
passed a winter in Rome. My landlord was the 
tamous N., Chief of all the Police. His ene- 
mies said he was the greatest scoundrel un- 
bung. This side of his character be did not 
reveal to me. But be was very friendly and 
confidential—in fact, he took a liking to me. 
I found my new professor of life and its ways 
much more entertaining than those of Prince- 
ton, N. J. 1 think he could have discounted 
even a Jersey man in all Ways that are dark, 
and done for the Heathen Chinee himself in 
tricks that are vain. Thus I learned the mar- 
vels of detective skill not from novels— 
Gaboriau had not written then—but from 
one of the wariest, deepest brains of Italy. 
One Chief of Police, at disown expense, de- 
voted months of time and traveled thousands 
of miles to catch one particular thief whom he 
nad set his heart on taking. This gonoph was 
to the profession like the famous black fox to 
the Indians, which defied all pursuers. He was 
caught at last, but it was with a wry face that 
my friend admitted that it was after all by 
mere chance, and not by his owm skill, that the 
subject was pulled.

In the second act she has grown with the 
part, and we see the frivolous young married 
woman, the Frou-Frou who cannot exist with- 
out Paris, occupied with ber private theatri- 
cals and trembling on the verge of a dangerous 
flirtation with ber old admirer.

Hading is in this scene can best be per- 
ceived by the contrast between the attempts of 
the aristocratic amateur to act during the re- 
bearsal and the words Gilberte bas to speak in 
her own person. Then comes the jealous pas- 
sagés of the third act, and Mme. Jane Hading, 
rismmg to the situation, listens as I have never 
seen ang actress save Clara Morris. In the 
quarrel scene one misses the nervous intensity 
otf Mme. Sarah Bernhardt, and there is too 
much rushing to and fro, but the younger 
artiste has a firm grasp upon the character, 
and there is this to say, that she never tears a 
passion to tatters nor degenerates into 4 vira- 
go. In the fourth act she surpass even 
Mme. Sarah Berdhardt, particularly at the end 
where, after a series of humiliations and the 
most poignant distress, poor Gilberte is told 
that she cannot go to her wounded lover even, 
as his mother is at his bedside. The utter an- 
nibilation of the poor creature, once so br, 
tant, is expressed with the most affecting truth. 
The actress, ber arms hanging, ber eyes fixed, 
turns and totters down the stage. As she nears 
the fdotiignts, ber strength gives way, and she 
is about to fail forward when her friends catch 
her and place ber in the cnair. “Sa mére est 
avec lui!” she repeats in a cold, grave voice, 
“(est bien! C'est trés bien!“ Nothing could 
be more quiet, more natural, or more touching 
than the way Mme. Hading plays this scene, 
frequently cut out in English, but, if done as 
now, highly impressive. 

In the last act Mme. Hading presents a re- 
markable change in appearance. Instead of 
the clegant one sees a broken-down woman,. 
with a fnoribund countenance, and the hair. 
formerly dressed hich in little curls, falling 
straight amd disordered. Gentile, and yet pas- 
sionate in her love for her child, the actress 
brings tears to the eyes. Her voice is siugu- 
larly sympathetic, but sbe does not adopt in 
this scene the curious metallic utterance whieh 
Mme.

Fortunes Acquired in Stocks and Dis- 
tilleries—The Bonanza News- 
papers. 


The Richest Young Men and Wealth Among 
the Quakers—Tho Numberless Little 
Homes Owned by Citizens. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa Feb;-13,—[Special Cor- 
respondence.|—Fhere is perhaps more solid 
wealth to the square yard in Philadelphia than 
in any other city in the Repubiie. There cer 
tainiy is more real comfort. I use the term 
solid in the slang sense—in the sense of fixed 
and certain. A rich man in Philadelphia will 
probably be richer ten years from this time. A 
decade ago be was less rich, but probably not 
in poverty. Transitions trom poverty to wealth 
and from opulence back to impecunilosity are 
rare in the Quaker City. They are not the sort 
of conclusions to be logically derived from the 
business premises. If aman were tp become 
rich ina week or a month by a bold stroke 
or a lucky speculation be would 
lose his credit. Philadelphia merchants 
would suspect him to be a rattle-brained. reck- 
less devotee of chance more likely to be thrown 
back into the depths of ruin than ruised to the 
empyrean of complete suess. He would 
have to prove himself the possessor of a level 
head by holding on to bis gains for at least ten 
years before be should find anybody to trust 
him. Every clerk in a Philadelphia counting- 
house finds it more profitable to establish a 
reputation for carefalness than for goahead- 
ativeness. A spirit of enterprise is all very well, 
but the style that he finds the most satisfactory 
is the persistent humdrum. And the hum- 
drum after all is most effective in the long 
run. It is the oid idea of slow and sure, again; 
slow to acquire, sure to hold on to. It is a 
style that bas built rows of spleudidly-ap- 
pointed town-houses and miles of charming 
country villas, established great trust com- 
panies and banking concerns,and given the bus- 
iness community the flrmest anv bigbest credit. 

There are few large landowners bere, and 
riches are largely represented by stocks or 
great industrial works. Singulariy enough, 
too, I cannot recall a single orthodox Quaker 
of large weulth. A membor of that sect hav- 
ing acquired $100,000 or $200,000 generally be- 
lieves that he has all be needs, ana retires from 
active business. The Hie sites, a more woridly 
branch of the Friends, bave more money. 
Joseph Wharton, one of their representative 
men, is presumed to have about $3,000,000. He 
has given away $100,000 to educational institu- 
tions. His mother, Deboran Wharton, is a 
Hicksite Quaker preacher. Isaac Jeans, au- 
other Hicksite, bas $2,000,000. He began busi- 
ness life as the keeper of a fruit-stand, and is 
now the owner ot one of the largest fruit im- 
porting establishments in the country. Be- 
sides, he engages largely in the business of 
shaving notes. He is tne incarnation of thrift, 

PHILADELPAtA’S RICHEST MAN. 

For the most part the largest tortunes bere, 
as elsewhere in the United States, have been 
made by the men who own them. Where 
wealth has come by inheritance it has very 
oiten been used as the basis of large business 
overations and has thus been largely increased. 
The richest man in Philadeiphia is admittedly 
Mr. Isa ah V. Williamson. His fortune is put 
down at 815.000.000. He is a type—the embodi- 
ment oft Phiiadeiphia business methods and 
the materialization of the Philadeiphia busi- 
ness-man's hopes. His fortune was made by 
persistent grubbing. No man could have taken 
care of the pennies with greater vigiiance that 
the dollars might take care of themselves. He 
came from tbe country a poor boy. He ob- 
tained employment with a dry-goods firm and 
put his whole soul into his little work, He ate, 
and drank, and dreamed dry goods. Disraeli 
has wisely said that you may accomplish 
any single purpose to which vou give 
your whole wind. Young Williamson's aim 
was business success, the good old style, nar- 
row, money-lined success without any trim- 
mings of great enterprise or mercantile glory. 
Hic soon became a partnor in a firm of his own 
—Wiilliamson, Burrougbs & Clark, dealers in 
the inevitable dry goods. He immediately be- 
gan to lay up money and has gone on doing s0 
ever since. When be bad more at his banker's 
than the necessities of the dry-goods trade 


called for he went intostoeks. Not into specu-4! 


lation; that would bave been heresy. He never 
would take a flyer.“ He bougbt for bard 
cash when prices were low and sold when quo- 
tations were high, for hard casb also. He kept 
ahead of the town, and made investments 
along the line of progress that trebied and 
guadrupied in value. He is now past 70, with- 
out wife or child to make happy with his mi- 
ions. He goes along in the even tenor of his 


wuy. The habits of a lifetime have 
incrusted bim round and he is just 
as sharp at a bargain and just 


as eager for and careful of the pennies as a 
youth beg.nning business ite. For ali that, it 


is not to be inferred that he isa money-wor- 


shiper. In a deal, a desire to come out frst 
best has become second nature, and years of 
abstemiousness have trained his desires so that 
his personal expenses, notwithstanding his vast 
income, are never more than $1,500 or $2,000 a 
year. Nevertheless ue has given away—in a 
quiet, a humdrum way, too, it you please—more 
than a quarter of a million dollars in charity. 
THE DREXELS. 


The Drexels, Tony and Francis A., are num- 
bered among the richest men in the country. 
Each of them has nine or ten millions just 
where he can put bis band on it, and their 
wealth is rapidly growing. They have built 
up and extended the business left to them by 
their father, who opened alittle broker's shop 
when he fourfd himself unable to make a living 
ai his profession of portrait-painting. The 
eder Drexel was shrewd and conservative, and 
bulit his house on an endur.ng basis. After 
he had become prosperous and was preparing 
to enjoy the riches that he had gathered to- 
gether with so much labor, he was killed. For 
the purpose of saving himself the necessity of 
going an extra block while on his way home 
he jumped off a railway train on which he had 
been traveling. while the train, which had 
**siowed up. was a short distance from the 
station. He was thrown under the wheels and 
frighttully and fataliy mangled. Years aiter- 


| wards his wealthy sons took up his bones from 


the little graveyard in which they had been 
reverently laid, and piaced them in a $40,000 
marb.e mausoleum in Woodlands, near the 
high marble shaft which marks the 
last resting place of Commodore Charies 
Stewart, the grandfatber of the 
Irish leader, Charles Stewart Parnell.

He has 
an organ of great volume at his house, and 
when be plays the solemn and stately tones 
may be heard all along the block. His la 
wife was in complete sympathy with him,

Heis 
one of the very few large land-owners in Phil- 
adeiphia. His father, Orrin Jones, an old-time 
Democrat and a member of Congress, was 
found dead in a field adjoining his own acres 
one New-Year’s morning six or seven years 
ago. While returning from a visit to a 
friend's house near by, he fei! and died alone, 
of some organic disease, Young Aubrey’s in- 
come, they tell me, is $80,000 a year. He is 
about 35, tall, and well made, fond of society, 
art, and the opera, and naturally a favorit with 
ladies. 

MILLIONAIRE NEWSPAPER MEN. 

Philadelphia rejoices in the possession of 
three newspaper millionaires. George W.

Singeriey is noted most of ali for that high 
quality in man—steadfastness to his friends. 
Mr. Frank MeLaughlin, the third in the trio of 
wealthy newspaper men, is the publisher and 
cbiet owner of the Times. His income is said to be 
$50,000 a year. Mr. G. A. B. Widener, part 
proprietor of a neuspa ber and a great horse- 
car magnate, is set down as the owner of more 
He began business life as a 
butcher, and from his stall stepped into local 
politics and weaith.

OBITUARY. 
JULES LOUIS JOSEPH VALLES. 
Paris, Feb. 14.—| Via Bennett-Mackay Cable 
to The Tribune. |—Jules Vailés, the well-known 
journalist, died at half-past 1 today. 


[Jules Louis Joseph Valiés,a French journalist 
and author, was born at Puy, in the Department of 
Haute Loire, June 11, 1833. He wasa voluminous 
and able contributor to the Revue Ewropeenne, 
Figaro,  Brenement, und Courrier de Interieur. poli- 
tics and fiction chiefly engrossing his pen. His re- 
publican views several times got him into trouble 
with the authorities, but this only seemed 
to enhance his popularity and influ- 
He also achieved some te as 
the author of several pamphiets bearing on topics 
of the day, one published anonymously and en- 
titled “ L’Argent, by a Man of Letters Who Has 
eliciti much comment. 
Like many other Parisian jourfialists, he had sey- 
eral affairs of honor, which terminated without 
serious blood-letting. He was a Socialist candi- 
date for the Corps Legislatif in 1869, but was de- 
feated. }

SIGNIFICANCE OF THE ANNEXATION BY THE

Loxvpox, Feb. 14.—[{Special.j—It is stated 
that the annexation of the Samoan Islands by 
Germany was in pursuance of a secret agree 
ment between the Governments of Germany 
and England. The officials dt the Colonial Of- 
fice believe that the agitation of the Austra- 
lians is only temporary, and they say that 
there is a growing feeling both in Australia and 
England that Germany will be a good neighbor. 
and that it is wise to give Germany an interest 
in the Pacific Islands to offset the aggressions 
of France. In the meanwhile the Recidivist 
bill has been passed in the French Senate 
and is almost certain to be passed in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies. M. Waldeck Rousseau’ re- 
fuses to state whether or not the Government 
intends to send convicts to the new colonies. 
Lord Derby, the English Colonial Seeretary, 
maintains that Australia is too strong to fear 
the arrival of any neighbors from Europe.

ROLLER RINKS AND THE METHODIST CHURCH. 
The somewhat agitating question at the 
Methodist Book Concern, -which is the head- 
quarters of the Methodist Bishops of the 
United States, is whether or not to officially 
condemn roller-skating in rinks. Every mail 


as to what attitude they ought to assume to- 
wards the ali-absorbing sport. 
say that their effort to start revivals this win- 
ter have been @ompletely frustrated by the 
skating craze, which draws the young people 
away from the services in the church to the 
pastime in the rink. Reports from the profes- 
sional revivalists are to the same purport. 
They are unable to command the success of 
former years in consequence of the distrac- 
tion. Harrison, he boy preacher, implores 
the Bishops to issue a manifesto on the point 
as to whether this sort of skating is not essen- 
tially the same in character as the dancing 
which Methodism positively prohibits in pub- 
lic assemblages. The Widow Van Cott is em- 
phatic in denouncing the amusement as 
wicked, and the tendeucy of most of the corre- 
spondence is of that tenor. But pastors gen- 
erally hesitate without the authority of the 
Bishops to take stand in the matter. Thus 
far the Bishops have confined their replies to 
private and unofficial advice. The Rev. Dr. 
Curry, about as expert a Methodist as there is 
on points of discipline, said, in answerto an 
inquiry of your correspondent: “ Rolier-skat- 
ing in public rinks is nota whit different in its 
moral aspect from dancing in ball-rooms. The 
discipline of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
is construed to place dancing in mixed assem- 
blages under the ban which it explicitly pro- 


amusements. I don't intend to give you the 
views of the Bishops on this suddenly impor- 
tant question—tne gentlemen are scattered 
throughout the country on duty, and there will 
be no meeting betore the end of the skating 
sesson, unless one be called for the express 
purpose of dealing with this topic—but I have, 
individually, no doubt what their decision will 
be.” In the meantime the Rev. Dr. Buckley, 
editor of the official organ of the Methodists, 
feels so certain of the pernicious quality 
of the rinks that be will, in next week's issue 
of the Journal, advise pastors to preach plainiy 
against them, and forbid their members to in- 
dulge publicly in the sport. The policy will be 
to inveigh against the sport as physically in- 
jurious, too. The opinions of Eminent physi- 
clans, so far as they agree with this idea, are 
to be at once secured and published. It can 
be set down as a positive fact, therefore, that 
Methodism is going to wage a warfare on the 
rinks. 

Inquiry among the leading manufacturers of 
roller skates, #0 far as they are represented by 
agencies for the wholesale trade in this city, 
elicits the neus that the religious opposition 
will be combated to some extent. Some of 
these firms are owners of patents, and the 
rivairy between them is rather bitter, but they 
have so far combined as to order for distribu- 
tion great quantities of a tract which is being 
prepared in their interest. The opinions of a 
number of medical, gymnastic, and theological 
experts will be given to prove that, unless in- 


way beneficial. These tracts will be sent free 
to all the rinks in the land for distribution. 
ECCENTRICITIES OF THE STOCK MARKET. 
To those who watch the Wall street fluctua- 
tions in stocks and wonder at the causes, this 
week’s quotations must have been mystifying. 
Speaking generally, it may be said that there 
are not more than a round dozen men who are 
able to be controilers of the changeful figures, 
and even they sometimes fail in their attempts. 
Their names begin with Gould, and include 
Sage, Mills, Woerishoeffer, Cammack, ana Van- 
derbilt. The smaller operators are gamblers 
pure and simple, with no power for manipula- 
tion. During this week the processes of stock 
boom and depression have been in unusual 
use, and it is a good time to explain them. The 
cardinal principle is the dissemination of mis- 
leading rumors. Secrecy is the second doc- 
trine. Quite as often as not Gould does not 
trust more tban one agent ig a movement, and 
it is not until the activity bas been increased 
by a renewal two or three times of his order 
to buy and sell a big lot that he 
begins to work his wires. There 
are in Wall street half a dozen agen- 
cies for the distribution of news. They send 
out every bour printed sbeete like small news- 
papers, or manifold copies of their informa- 
ti These agencies are then used by Gould 
to pat his information before the public. It 
runs something like this, as the Union Pacific 
deal begins to develop: The recent activity 
in Union Pacific is attributed to buying by Mr. 
Gould. His friends say that be is very bullish 
on the stock, whose earnings for the six months 
just ending will showa very large increase.”’ 
A half-hour later this announcement is made: 
% Some of the largest capitalists in the street 
are with Mr. Gould in the Union Pacifie deal, 
and very much bigber prices are predicted for 
the stock.“ Then comes sometuing like thie: 
„ne January earnings of Union Pacific show 
an enormous increase over those of ayear ago, 
and they justify the predicted increase in the 
March dividend. Friends of the road say that 


Then it 
is that the average specuiator begins 
to wonder whether he bad not better 


buy a little Union Pacific, or increase his hoid- 
ings if be bas bought, and while he contem- 
plates in rushes & wide awake young man 
waving a slip of paper about the 1 ot an or- 
dinary bank check, shouting, ** Sell you a put 
on Union Pacific for thirty days, 100 Shares 90 
for 8125. The stock just sold tor 91. C€ heapest 
put you ever saw. Signed by Sage, 100.“ This 
announcement simply means that Sage will in- 
sure any one who will give him $125 against 
loss from the decline of Union Pacific below 
90 during the next thirty days. It is pretty 
conclusive proof that Saxe believes that Union 
Pacific is to advance. Just then another news 
agency slip is handed in. It says: Instead 
of an increase in tho regular March dividend 
of the Union Pacific Koad it is now said that 
there will be a stock or @ scrip dividend of 
about 20 per cent. Mr. Gould is very much 
annoyed because this information has been 
made public before he and his friends have 
acquired all the stock they wanted. It is evi- 
dent that there is to be @ great rise in the 
89 ali day long flows the news in a dozen 
different ways that Ummon Pacific is to boom.

The appraisers who are corrupt 
work in collusion with them, and a merchant 
has only to ve biind conveniently in order to 
share in the profits. One of the beaviest 
of grocery importers; was astonished to 
receive a visit from a broker and an 
appraiser together. “We have come to 
ascertain the damages on those prunes,” said 
the broken The lot of prunes nad arrived in 
perfect order, and were then in the cellar. 
** Why, there's nothing at all the matter with 
them, was the reply. “Well, you wouldn't 
object to a neat damage allowance, would 
you?” inquired the appraiser, with a wink. 
The merchant has put it in writing that he 
said: “I certainly would not accept a damage 
allowance when my goods were not damaged.”

A mass of such 
testimony has been accumulated by importers, 
who say that the abuse bas become so common 
that in certain lines of goods honest handlers 
cannot compete with those who take advantage 
of the situation.

THE PHILOSOPHICAL SOCIETY. 
PROF. DENSLOW ON THE DISTRIBUTION OF 
WEALTH. 

The Philosophical Society met at Weber 
Music-Hall last night to listen to the seventh. 
lecture of the course, The Distribution of 
Wealth,“ by Prof. V. B. Deuslow. The attend- 
ance was small. He started out with the broad 
inquiries: “Why are some men rich and 
otbers poor? Why are some healthy and others 
diseased? Why are some men able and others 
weak and ignorant?” The speaker then went 
on to sbow that inequality in the distribution 
of wealt® was necessary to its greatest produc- 
tion its greatest enjoyment. If it were 
not, be said, for the vast sterile wastes in Colo- 
rado there would be no rains in Illinois. In 

the social world the law was the same. 

The speaker then went on to suppose that 
wealth Were equally distributed, or more, that 
all persons were rich. This would at once de- 
stroy labor whic& was the necessity of poverty. 
Manufactures would ‘cease. commerce would 
die, and the wheels of society stop. It would 
mean famine and pestilence, not happiness. 
To make wealth universal was to annihilate it. 
The r said thatan equai distribution of 
wealth in America would give euch person 
$1,000, but what could be do with it, if values 
had been scattered to the winds and produc- 
tion at ? Wealth had no meaning without 
want. e would be reduced to the condition 
ot the busbmen ofsAfrica. The unequal dis- 
tribution of wealth was the great and only 

of civilizauon. Man's soul swung 
Ire a pendulum with wealth as its action and 
want as ite spring.

A NICE NEIGHBORHOOD. 
4 SECTION OF THE NORTH SIDE THAT IS AP 
FLICTED BY OFFENSIVE ODORS FROM FOUR 
STENCH FACTORIES. 


Families livmg in the section of the city 
| bounded by Larrabee street, Division strevt, 
| and the river bave frequently complained of 
the gas-works, near Oak street and the river, 
as a nuisance. They have described the foul 
and dirty air which they are obliged to breathe 
in foggy or misty weather. They have also 
objected to the present method of grading the 
streets with the refuse lime from the works on 
account of the stench emitted by this material. 
The lot on which stands the Unitarian Indus- 
trial School, near Hobbie and Larrabee 
streets, was partially filled in with this 
lime. Lately the most nauseating @dors, 
thought, at first to be sewer-gas. have 
_ filled the closets in the building. The plumb- 
ing Was examined repeatedly, but was found 
to be virtually perfect, and the plumbers,.as 
well as the matron, were forced to the 
conclusion that the troubiesome stenches 
were emitt by the refuse lime around 
the basem wall. Against the promis- 
cuous distribution of this lime, thus proved 
to emit a smell strong enough to penetrate a 
two-foot stone wall, the people living in the 
vicinity of the gas-works have especially com- 
plained. 

“Id vash bad.“ said a saloonkeeper near 
Crosby and Division streets in response to the 
inquiries of a TxrBUNE reporter, * bud dere is 
noddings like gedding used mid it.“ 

The reporter suiffed the heavy, sulphurous 
air as he entered a small saddilery-shop and 
asked, Does it always smell like this around

“Why, this is an extra clear day for us.“ re- 
plied the man behind the counter, in a sur- 
prised tone.

THE GRAND JURY. 

A FATHER PROSECUTES HIS SON~—INVESTIGAT- 
ING TIE POLICE—CORRECTING A MISTAKE. 
The grand jury held but a short session of 

one hour yesterday. At 12 o'clock the grand 

jurors visited the jail on a tour of inspection, 
and, so far as known, found everything satis- 
factory in that department. Among the cases 
that came up before the grand jury was that 
of Emi! Capouch, a lad 13 years old, charged 
with grand jarceny by his own father. The 
father, a guriy man between 30 and 85 years 
of age, appeared before the grand jury as the 
principal prosecutor against the prisoner. Ac- 
cording to the father’s testimony the lad was 
addicted to stealing small articles whenever he 
could, and would dispose of the articles at the 
most convenient place for cash value. Ac- 
cording to the father’s testimony the last article 


stolen by boy was a silver watch, 
worth about $15. Upon olose examina- 
tion the father disclosed the fact that 


he was a widower, the father of five children, 
and bad married bie present wife, a young 
woman, Only a year ago, and that his new wife 
was anything but friendly disposed towards the 
young prisoner. The father of the boy was 


| anxious to have the prisoner sent to a reform- 


school, and so expressed himself before the 
grand jury. Aftera careful review of the tes- 
timony given by the father they came to the 
conclusion that the boy was more sinned 
against than sinning, and accordingly found a 
no bill” in the case. When the grand jurors 
visited the gail the foreman called for the boy 
to explain matters. He was a bright lad, lit- 
tle more than 18 years old, shabbily and thinly 
clad. He acknowledged to the jury that he had 
of late been pilferine small articles from 
his father to purchase the necessaries of life, 
because bis step-motber would give bim noth- 
ing, and made life almost intolerabie to nim on 
general principies.

Kipley of the Detective De- 
partment had compromised himself in a 
manner before the grand jury in giving testi- 
mony against a female prisoner charged with 
rubbery, and had even gone so far as to order 
the locking up in different station-houses for a 
period of ten days a contirmed thief named 
Goldman, who knew something about the rob- 
bery, and who was locked up by Kipley to pre- 
vent him from telling what he knew about Min- 


nie Daley, the female thief in question. The

THE RAILROADS. 


Settling the One-Thousand-Mile Per- 
mit Troubles. a 

At a meeting of the committee of the Mer- 
chants’ Associauon, headed by Mr. Selz as 
Chairman, and the General Ticket Agents of 
the Burlington, Milwaukee & St. Paul, “and 
Northwestern Railroads, heid at the office of 
the Chicago Freight Bureau yesterday in rela- 
tion to the controversy about the thousand- 
mile permit tickets issued by those roads, it 
was agreed to appoint one representative of 
the Merchants’ committee and one of the rail- 
roads to examine ali tickets presented and 
adopt such good features as are found most 
practicable for the new form of ticket to be sub- 


mitted to the joint committee at a future 
meeting. Mr. W. F. Bemis of Sprague, 
Warner & Co., was named to represent the 
Merchants’ Association. The railways did not 
name a man, Dut he will probably be some em- 
ployé of one of the roads thoroughly posted as 
to details. It is understood that the joint com- 
mittee has virtually agreed to substitute a 
ticket that the traveling-men can carry with 
them in place of the present permit, and still 
retain some of the good features of the new 
permits. It is also understood that the tickets 
shall be issued only to the firms and the rebates 
paid to them. 

The following circular letter, signed by the 
members of the Executive Conwittee of the 
Chicago Freight Bureau and the committee of 
the Merchants’ Association, relating to the 
above matter, has just been sent to the mer- 
chants belonging to tne above association: 

Dear Sir: We are in receipt of numerous 
complaints from representatives of the North- 
western, Milwaukee & St. Paul, and Burling- 
ton Railways that commercial travelers, and 
particulariy the traveling representatives of 
certain houses in thie city, are discriminating 
in every way against the three roads named, 
in favor of other roads which do not use the 
new commercial-traveiers’ permit and rebate 
system. As negotiations are now pending be- 
tween the Merchants’ Association and the rail- 
ways which have adopted this system for a 
modification of the same, and, believing that 
the conference has progressed so far that it has 
been agreed to remove the trip ticket purchasing 
feature, and substitute a ticket that the travel- 
ing representatives can carry with them, and 
still retain some of the features of the 
new permit, and believ that not only more 
good can be accomplished by this joint com- 
mittee of conferdnce than by any other means, 
and discriminating against these roads at the 
present time is especially to be deplored, as it 
can result in no good and tends to defeat the 
objects of this association, as we must look to 
those roads, in connection with others, to aid 
us in all matters pertaining to the transporta- 
tion of merchandise and the extension of the 
trade of Chicago. 

We would therefore request. pending the 
conference of the Merchants committee and 
the railway officials, that instructions be issu ed 
to your traveling men that until otherwise ad- 
vised they occupy a strictly neutral position as 
between the roads issuing the permit aud those 
issuing the old thousand-mile ticket, and to 
cease discrimination of all kinds.”

Heavy Decrease in East-Bound Ship- 
ments on Account of the Snow- 
Storms. 

Although freight traffic was completely para- 
lyzed during the greater part of the week by 
the severe snow storms and blockades, yet the 
east-bound through shipments of flour, grain, 
and provisions from Chicago and points com- 
mon thereto durmg the last week amounted to 
46,041 tons—about one-half the quantity 
shipped for the week previous. This shows 
that if the snow-blockades had not occurred 
shipments for the week would have been 
heavier than for any one week since last win- 
ter.* If it nad not been for the fact that the 
shipments reported in the regular weekly state- 
ments are up to Thursday evening only, and not 
to Saturday evening, as is generally supposed, 
the shipments for the last week would have 
been very small, as the bulk of the business 
accounted forin this statement went forward 
during Friday, Saturday. and Sunday. The 
storm set in Sunday night, and from Monday 
until Thursday business was aimost completely 
paralyzed, and but little dead freight went 
forward after that. All the roads are again 
open for business, but it will be several days 
yet before they will be able to forward new 
consignments, as it will take all their energies 
during the next few days to dispose of the 
freight that has accumulated on their bands 
since the storm commenced. During the next 
two weeks the Eastern roads will be able to get 
all the freight they can carry at full tariff 
rates, as the Western roads are crowded witb 
business Waiting to be taken forward by their 
Eastern connections, and until the roads will 
be in want of business again lower rates need 
not be looked for. ‘

of flour, grain, and provisions shipped East 
from Chicago and points common thereto,
